PARIS, June 27.—According to re- 
‘ports received in White Russian cir- 
‘cles in Paris, the executive committee 
of the Third International has issued 
an order'to commence an ‘active’ ter- 
rorist campaign in France. . Hostil- 
ities will be opened by attempts to 
assassinate prominent patriots, ‘‘re- 
actionaries"’ and “enemies of com- 
munism. . ee ;

The Russians suggest’ that the 
method adopted in this campaign 
will probably not be. violent, such 
as the “use of bombs, the plotters 
preferring to attempt the ‘“‘execu- 
tions” by poisoning.

WALL. HID STEEL VAULT

MOSCOW, June 27. (4).—Soviet Gov- 
ernment agents today discovered a secret 
treasure trove valued at $3,000,000 hid- 
den away in the former home of Prince 
Felix Youssoupoff, member of one of 
the oldest and wealthiest of Russian 
royal families, who recently gained wide 
public notice in the United States by a 
suit to recover two Rembrandts he 
stmhuggied out of Leningrad in 1919. 

The Youssoupoff treasures found to- 
day were carefully concealed in a steel 
vault béhind' a brick wall.: ‘They con- 
sisted of hundreds ‘of gold, silver and 
platinum ‘articles of great beauty, many 
of them adorned with diamonds, pearls, 
sapphires and rubies. The riches were 
by the Youssoupdff family prior 
to inthe flight from . Russia. following 
‘the revolution, say Soviet offidials.

Long Search for ‘Youssoupott. Riches. 


Search for buried treasure in former 
estates of the -Youssoupoff family ‘has 
been: carried on-by the Soviet authori- 
ties ever since the revolution. It has 
been. more than once reported that great 
wealth had been hidden in the Lenin- 
grad palace of the Youssoupoffs where 
on a December night in 1916 Prince 
Felix and other nobles killed Rasputin, 
the “mad monk,” whose influénce was 
so feared at the Court of the Romanoffs. 

As early as 1920 some treasure had 
been taken frormi Russia by the Prince. 
From 3 West End flat in London it was 
sala jewels valued at more than $60,000 
“were stolen by thieves when the Prince 
was staying there. 

Other jewels and art treasures which 
he managed*to take out’of Russia have 
‘brought him close to $1,000,000. Decis-

Special to The New York Times, 
SWAMPSCOTT, Mass., June 27.—Esti- 
mates based upon the latest returns from 
the June 15 tax payments, received by 
President Coolidge today from the Tréas- 
ury officials, indicate that the surplus 
for the fiscal year ending next Tuesday 
will run’ nearer $250,000,000 than the 
$200,000,000 estimated in previous figures 
furnished to him’ and used in his speech 
before the business organization of “the 
Government -last Monday. ‘ 

President Coolidge now feels confident 
that if the expenditures of the Govern- 
ment are kept down +o the lowest figures 
consistent with efficiency, and the next 
Congréss revises the postal rates to over- 
come the present deficiency, he can make 
good his desire to bring- about a $400,- 
000,000 tax reduction in the next Con- 
gress: 

This is the chief piled -reduatlon of 
taxation, to fnclude the scaling down of 
the surtaxes to 25 per cent. and a pos- 
sible decrease in t+ present normal tax 
of 2 per cent.—now before President 
Coolidge.

Washington Ruling Asked.

He. said the doubts 
raised by these brokers had been re- 
ferred to Washington for a ruling. 
Thomas B. Maloney, President ofthe 
Consolidated Exchange, in a statement 
offering full cogperation in the inquiry 
said that some of the agents of the Bu-; d 
reau of Internal Revenue had been try- 
ing to make brokers usé three stamps 
‘where the law clearly states that only 
one stamp is required.” 

“Tt is a. matter of regret that the 
Federal Government, indirectly, has 
seen fit to rhake public allegations re- 
flecting upon a number of the mem- 
bers of our Exchange,’’ said Mr. Ma- 
loney, ‘‘when it admittedly has not com- 
pleted its inveStigation. Whatever 
fa~s the Internal Revenue Bureau may 
have or may discover later will ‘not, 
I am confident, warrant the statements 
which are reported to have emanated 
from its representatives.

“WORK BEAUTIFULLY DONE 


Discovery. Important as.Necessitating 
Revision of Ideas on Ancient 
‘Greek Art. 


The first discovery. of large-scale an- 
‘¢lent Greek painting was announced yes- 
terday by Professor T. Leslie Shear of 

* Princeton, who returned last week from 
Greece; where he-had charge of the ex- 
cavation of the Greek theatre at Cor- 

+ inth, under Dr. B. H. Hill of the Ameri- ; 
can School of Classical Studies at 
Athens. . The work at Corinth has been 
financed by Mr. and Mrs. J..P. Morgan 
and other wealthy Americans. 

? Digging forty feet below the present 
siirfacé of the site of Corinth and re 
“moving 6,000 tons of earth, Dr. Shear 
uncovered part of a/ panorama of life- 
sized figures in color. The painting was 
the work. of Greek artists.done some 

’ time between 25 B. C. and 25 A. D. It 
decoratéd the high wall which surround- 
_ed_the gladiatorial arena and prevented 
the lions and other animals from leaping 
up among the spectators. This earliest 
known of theatrical backdrops was high- 
ly pertinent to the subject of the show. 
It pictured gladiators fighting lions. The 
wall had been partly demolished, so that 
the figures of the men appeared a lit- 
tle more than waist high, while the 
lions were minus their heads. 

This discovery, according to Dr. Shear, 
furnishes the only first-hand knowledge 
of large-scale Greek painting and indi- 
cates that the amphitheatres were not 
grim and. severe works in stone, but 
were full of life and color. 

In a special excavation financed by 
Mrs. Morgan, who visited the’ Ameri- 
can School and looked over. this site. a, 

' > year ago, Dr. Shear obtained a series 

of fine Greek mosaics from ‘s..guhupban 

villa of Corinth which was dated by a 

coin found theré’ as bettig contemporan- 

-eous with the sojourn of the Apostle 

‘Paul in Corinth. As it was an imposing 
villa of Roman type, it was conjectured 


that it may well have belonged to the.|- 


Roman Pro-Consul of that time. This 
was Gallio, the official who ee ere 
the complaint against Paul, me fa 

it was a question of ‘“‘words’ 
“names.”’ ‘ 

In addition to that, Dr. Shear, using 
ag a guide the Roman traveler Pausa- 
fiias, who left a SBaedeker-like de- 
scription of Corinth, sank two thirty- 
foot shafts in search of the Temple of 
Athena. He found offerings which in- 
dicated that he had struck the premises 
of the. temple, 

Forty-five feet of the wall panorama 
Was uncovered. Tens of. thousands of 
tons of earth will have to be removed 
before the remaining 330 feet is dis- 
closed. Shafts dug at two other points 
indicated that the wall existed for the 
entire circuit. There is reason to be- 

lieve that a part of.it is intact, showing 

figures in their. full dimensions. 
fhe work of uncovering the remainder 
of the wall will continue next season. 


Amateur Gladiator Shown. 


Up to the present partial figures of 
four gladiators and two lions have been 
| revealed. Three of the men wore san- 
Gals and the ordinary short tunics of 
the gladiators. The fourth—probably a 
wealthy amateur whose hobby was 
spearing lions in the arena—wore a long 
purple chiton and kneeboots of bright 
ecariet. They were in two groups, two 
gladiators and a lon to each group. In 
one the gladiators were on each side of 
@ lion, apparently each about to spear 
it,° In the other group the jion was 
chasing one ‘gladiator and the second 
man was chasing the lion. 

“The paintings were beautifully -done 4 
by fine artists and indicate that we 
must wholly revise our idéag of, Greek 
painting and the decoration of Greek 
and Roman buildings,’’ said Dr, Shear. 
‘“"The colors are very rich and subdued. 
This shows that the attempts to re- 
store the color scheme of ancient Greek 
temples have been all wrong. In these 
attempted restorations garish tints have 
been used. Inth oe absence of real in- 
formation on this subject, it was sup- 
posed that garisn‘tints were used by 
‘the Greeks, but ae PBasg mg at Corinth 
show that the’ contrary was’the case. 

“The field ‘against Which the figures 
are painted is a dark blue. This rests 
oh a band of yellow. Below that is a 
narrow band of Conner bine. and at. the 
bottom of all is a broad band of. dark 
red.

Much has to be done by them after

their purchases of material. The mills, 
however, are in a different predica- 
ment.

Mill managers have to keep up their 
organizations, and the only way they 
can: do this is to give employment 
to their men. They cannot very 
well shut down abruptly when orders 
are not in hand, but neither can 
they “afford to keep on producing 
without some corresponding amount of 
gelling.’

‘ties will go into effect next.month and 
they will affect silks and silken goods, 
laces and a number of other articles 
which, it has been claimed, are vir- 
tually being dumped into the country 
from other lands where labor costs:are 
lower and general cost of production 
less, Germany, France, Switzerland 
and certain other European countries 
are hit at; but, incidentally, certain 
interests in the United States are get- 
ting a whack. It appears that Ameri- 
can seamless ‘silk hose have been en- 
joying a large degree of favor on the 
part of the British. The United King- 
dom, in fact, is this country’s biggest 
customer for such goods, taking in the 
last calendar year a total of 385,990 
dozen pair, valued at $3,380,021, out 
of.an aggregate export of 754,752 
dozen pair, valued at $6,947,020. The 
quantity taken in 1924 was over 300,- 
000 dozen pair more than in the pre- 
vious year. Latterly, probably because 
of the imminence.of the passage of the 
bill making such imports dutiable in- 
stead of being on the free list, the ex- 
ports of silk hose from here to Great 
Britain ‘have kept on increasing large- 
ly, those for April having been more 
than twice as great as for April, 1924. 
Those for May and June are expected 
to show an even greater increase. In 
order to try to keep the British mar- 
ket after the duties are operative, one 
of the big domestic manufacturers is 
said to be arranging to put up a fac- 
tory near London fully equipped with 
the latest American machinery. This 
is the method which certain large 
manufacturers in other fields have 
found effective and which has been re- 
sorted’ to in this country by various 
foreign interests.

But already the operators are 
taking it for granted that there has 
been, and will be, a great deterioration, 
based thus far mainly on the lack of 
rain over a portion of the cotton belt.

The 
uncertainty under the conditions is not 
helping business in cotton goods, even 
though a number of them are offered 
at prices which seem to discount any 
probable drop in the cost of the raw 
material. Trading in gray goods lacks 
vim, although the prices of certain 
needed constructions have been kept 
‘quite firm. The’ principal occurrence 
during the past week was the cut in 
bleached wide sheetings, sheets and 
pillow cases. Some bleached muslins 
were also reduced in price. Ginghams 
do not appear to be in a satisfactory 
way, and representatives of manufac- 
turers of these goods are to meet to- 
morrow with a view to bettering condi- 
tions. Certain fine and fancy cottons, 
however, appear to be golng well.

Y first acquaintance with au- 
tobiographical fiction came 
when I began reading ‘‘The 
Adventures of Nick Carter,’ 
by Nicholas Carter, some 
thirty years ago. They were written 
in the third person, and I didn't 
doubt that the celebrated detective 
himself penned them any more than 
i doubt now that Henry Adams set 
“own the chronicles of his education. 

Nick Carter was the literary daddy. 
i suppose, of Sherwood Anderson, 

4im Corbett, Ben Hecht, Margot As- 
quith, Theodore Dreiser and the rest. 
None of them is worthy of their sire, 
tut probably Jim Corbett least de- 
serves a place in the family; for the 
fictional touches in autobiog: 
raphy, such as the wholly accidental 
and undeserved wallop with which 
Mr. Fitzsimmons put him to sleep, 
is the sort of thing Nick Carter 
would never have stooped to. The 
celebrated detective always admitted 
it frankly when the other fellow got 
the better of him. . He didn't say it 
was an accident when he was felled 
with a slung-shot, or when he drank 
the coffee containing knock-out 
drops. 

Most of the others are unworthy 
because they depend for interest 
chiefly on their amatory adventures. 
it is here that the fictional quality 
so transparently transcends the bio- 
graphical in their stories, for no per- 
gon ever lived, with the possible ex- 
ception of Casanova, who could tell 
the truth about any love affair. Nick 
Carter relied on a reader-interest so 
fundamental that he could dispense 
with the sex lure. There were wo- 
men in his stories, to be sure, but 
mever a love story. Asa boy I was 
disappointed that he didn’t fall in 
love with the beautiful Russian Prin- 
cess Olga, whom he began calling 
*“Olga”’ after their first meeting. I 
was hopeful for a while. Nick had 
rescued her from a band of counter- 
feiters and dynamiters, led by her 
half-brother, an amazing scoundrel; 
and he was precisely the kind of 
man to win the love of a devastating 
Princess.. I didn’t doubt that she 
made eyes at him. -But he was ada- 
mant to her charms. He called her 
Olga, as I now realize, only because 
he was truly democratic. He was 
unabashed in the presence of a title. 
He had none of that snobbery which 
prompted the Colonial Dames and 
the Daughters of the Revolution to 
kowtow recently to the wife of the 
Grand Duke Cyril—the beneficiaries 
of one revolution salaaming to the 
victim of another! Nick was a hun- 
dred-per-center. 

It is still possible, as I renew that 
boyhood acquaintance, to recapture 
the early thrill, although perhaps it 
has lost some of its pristine tremu- 
lous glory. The appeal is still there 
irresistible for all of a man’s life. It 
is the appeal of which we are having 
a degenerative manifestation in the 
vross-word puzzle. There is a mys- 
tery to he solved, a secret to be un- 
covered; and it arouses in us that 
instinct to which is due every step 
away from the cave and the club to 
the skyscraper and poison gas, from 
hill-top bonfires to the radio. Our 
everyday name for it is curiosity. 

Of course we experience, in the 
satisfaction of this curiosity, a part 
of Nick Carter’s triumph and share 
his prestige. We are silent partners 
of the greatest detective of all time. 

He was the most remarkable because 
he was robust and sincere; he was 
the greatest because he had none of 
the pretensions and none of the sub- 
tleties of Sheriock Holmes, that in- 
corrigible poseur; ner would he ever 
have permitted himself to be vic- 
timized by the cocaine habit; he was 
too much a man for that. So far as 
efficiency and fertility of resources 
were concerned he had M. Lecocq 
backed off the boards; and he was 
flesh and blood, whereas M. Dupin 


at best was but a wraithlike 
creature. 
I wonder now why it was that 


none of us boys was permitted to 
read Nick Carter in those days. 
There were three of us who used to 
take turns saving a nickel for the 
feast.

on the grass, the purchaser read the | 
first page, tore it out and passed it: 
on to the next, who in turn passed 
it to the third. It couldn't be taken 
home, anyhow, and in this way all 
of us enjoyed it simultaneously. 
But why were these simple and 
honest tales anathema to our 
parents? Nick Carter was one of 
the most virtuous men that ever set 
down his exploits. He didn’t drink. 
He never swore. He was a red- 
blooded, upstanding American, to 
whom wrongdoing in every form 
was abhorrent. Virtue in his person 
invariably triumphed, and the crimi- 
nals he pursued were trapped at 
last, to meet a just punishment. 
Here, if ever, were the old moralities 
justified. 

Not that catching crooks was an 
easy job; in nearly every one of the 
stories, as I reread them, I[ find Nick 
being drugged, sooner or later, or be- 
ing knocked senseless. Once he was 
loaded into a freight car, but he got 
out, and was back in New York 
within an hour. Once he was put 
into a tank on a roof-top and it was 
filling with water when he recovered 
consciousness! That was a close call. 
It was almost a miracle that Nick got 
out. Somehow he always did get 
out, and was as clear-headed as 
though nothing had happened to him. | 
He had a wonderful constitution. 

He was human, too; he made his 
mistakes like the rest of us, and 
more than once walked into traps 
laid for him by unscrupulous ene- 
nies, But there was something up- 
and-coming about Niok. He went in 
with his head high, unafraid and de- 
termined. They might down him for 
a while, but he came out on top. An 
admirable hero! 

There was one thing about Nick! 
in which he surpassed all others. He | 
had an astonishing facility in dis- 
guises. He could add “a drooping 
he to his hand face’’ and 
be a different man.

iO the gentlemeg of the Tennes- 
see Legislature we may yet 
find ourselves: indebted for 
valuable assistance in com- 
bating one ancient superstition.

UST one contributor to this little 
. Today and Tomorrow Series has 
ventured to strike the note of a 
high optimism.

He asks 
Quo Vadimus? and replies that we 
are going straight ahead. The war 
evil does not bother him overmuch.

ERHAPS, if our | facilities of 
world communication, together 
with our economic organiza- 

tion, were developed to the point 
where several million Americans 
could be domiciled for a period of 
twenty years in-France, or even sev- 
eral million Frenchmen in Germany, 
this drawing together of the regions 
of earth would be accompanied by a 
corresponding growth of understand- 
ing among the inhabitants thereof. 
At present the pull toward a com- 
mon world interest exercised by the 
cable, wireless, steam and the gas 
engine functions indirectly.

HE Pageant of Greece’’ is part 
of an effort by an eminent 
group of English scholars to 

poputarize classical literature. It is. 
evidently a companion volume to the 
**Legacy of Greece,’ issued under 
the supervision of the accomplished 
Greek specialist, Gilbert Murray, 
last year. It sets before the. reader 
a ‘‘pageant’’ of the literary achieve- 
ments of that age and race—the 
Greeks—who attained the highest | 
culture ever reached in history. This 
is a most difficult and laudable ef- 
fort, and Mr. Livingstone’s thorough 
knowledge of bis theme has enabied 
him to construct a singularly rich, 
absorbing and instructive volume. 

His method is to present brief his- 
torical details of the time and au- 
thor, in order t6 acquaint the reader 
with the situation, and then to make 
representative citations from the 
great Greek writers. This has been 
done with rare discrimimation, and 
the result is that in comparatively 
brief compags there is presented an 
‘extraordinarily satisfactory outline 
of the Greek genius.

R. JAMES STEPHENS, who 
wrote “The Crock of Gold’’ 
and “The Land of Youth,” 
to say nothing of several 
other books, is the gentle- 

man whose double domain is Ire- 

land and Fairyland. To be sure, the 
two territories are contiguous to one 
another; and it is as easy for any 


Irishman to pass into Fairyland as 
it is for a fairy or an elf to pass over 
into Ireland. Every. son of Erin, 
therefore, has rights similar to those 
claimed by Stephens; it is solely a

One not knowing the name of the 
author and reading this would say 
‘instantly that the poet was either 
Irish or Scotch, the touch is so un- 
mistakably, so undeniably Celtic. 
Moreover, there is the thrift, the 


directness, the simple naturalness of 
the old ballads. And these were the 
things which the poets of the Irish 
revival sought to recapture; did re- 
capture. And because Stephens has 
alsb recaptured them he is a belated 
revivalist. The hyphenated “morn- 
ing-O"’ was a favorite device of bal- 
ladry. The figure in the last line of 
the second stanzo, ‘“‘the bud of the 
morning,’* is peculiarly Celtic, but 
it is not a figure that will be found 
in the ballads. While seemingly 
natural, it is in reality sophisticated. 
Thus has Stephens most cunningly 
intermingled ancient “popular” 
(folk) ballad wizardry and modern 
invention—invention savoring just a 
bit of the précieuse. And he has 
had the power to restrain his ardors 
in both directions. The highest art 
is said to be artless. 

There are four or five most charm- 
ing to such colleens as 
“Nancy Walsh’’ and “Peggy Mitch- 
ell’’; modern (and, of course, Irish) 
Horatian odes to a “Cloe’’ or a 
“Glycera."’ And probably Stephens’s 
Peggys and Nancys have. just as 
much relation to flesh and blood per- 
sonages as had Horace’s Cloes and 
Glycera—and just as little. Horace’s 
creative power’ made these Roman 
maidens live through the centuries; 
Stephens has something of the same 
creative genius. This is the apos- 
troph to “Nancy Walsh”:

M PAINE, though he has had 

mafiy able defenders and her- 

alds to proclaim his powers- 

and virtyes, has somehow 

never managed to attract the 
greater public. Yet he was a man 
who might easily have done so, not 
merely because of his intellectual 
gifts and his potent wielding of the 
pen, but because of his courage and 
sense of duty where he believed his 
duty lay. 

One must suppose that he was 
wanting in personal magnetism. He 
was apt to sneer at men’s mental 
faults and follies. He was merciless 
in the -exposure of a fallacy or a 
false argument, and he made his 
own pleas almost too clear and too 
triumphant in their ‘“‘unanswerabil- 
ity."” Also, he had little or no hu- 
mor in his writing, though. person- 
ally he was not without the gift. 
The result .was that, though you 
might be converted by his writings, 
there was very little to be said about 
it by the plain man, except ‘‘That’s 
so."’ His neatness, want of vehe- 
mence, want of picturesqueness and 
want. of rhetoric all acted as non- 
conductors of sympathy. There was 
none of the slyness and spitefulness 
which delight the readers of Voltaire. 
Paine, though a hard hitter, did not 
mock men, nor make amusing grim- 
aces behind their hacks, or gayly trip 
them up and send them reeling into 
the gutter. He demolished like an 
earthquake or a flood, and not by the 
slap of the Harlequin’s elastic wand. 

This lack of personal magnetism 
in his writing was possibly the cause 
of his strange marriage history. Hé 
was married at the age of thirty- 
four to Elizabeth Ollive, the daugh- 
ter of a Quaker; but, as his biog- 
rapher says, there was in effect no 
marriage. Though ‘‘neither wife nor 
husband ever revealed why, after 
three years of make-believe union, 
they separated for ever.”’ Mr. Gould, 
the writer of the just, excellent and 
highly readable book before me, adds 
that from that date “Paine never 
approached any woman on intimate 
terms,”’ and notes that “‘the curtain 
has never been withdrawn from this 
veystery of his temperament or his} 
physiqte.’’ 

But, in spite of this want of mag- 
netism, what a wonderful achieve- 
ment was Paine’s! Born in a poor 
and humble family and self-educated, 
he managed to equip his mind s0 
well that he practically never made 
a mistake in thought or expression, 
and very seldom in taste. 
man well said of him, he was ‘“‘bold,; 
acute and independent ir his opin- 
ions, and maintained them with ar- 
dour, elegance and as 
Franklin early noted Paine’s great 
abilities, and when he went to 
America gave him useful letters of 
introduction. Paine, like so many 
men before and after him, began as 
a school-master, but soon turned 
into a pamphieteer, or, to be more 
exact, a journalist. Paine’s special 
gift was to see things clearly and as 
they are. Because he did this and 
drew the inevitable conclusions he 
gained something of the prestige of 
a prophet. As an exampte:-of Pame's 
insight take the following, written in 
1778, describing the posuéf which 
he had found when he landed in 
America in 1774: 


T happened to come to America 
a few months before the breaking 
out of hostilities. I found the dis- 
position of the people such that 
they might have beer led by a 
thread and governed by a reed. 
Their suspicion was quick and 
penetrating, but their attachment 
to Britain was obstinate, and it 
was at that time a kind of treason 
to speak against it. They disliked 
the Ministry, but they esteemed 
the nation. Their idea of griev- 
ance operated without resentment, 


and their single object was recon- 
ciliation. 


All -recent researches seem to show 
the truth of this passage. But in 
spite of this essential sympathy 
shown by the Colonists to the Home 
Country, Paine, knowing the temper 
of ‘the Mother Country, then saw 
that it must come to independence. 
He, indeéd, is said to have been the 
first to use that word. It occurs in 
a brief letter printed in the Pennsyl- 
vania Magazine of Oct. 18, 1775. 
The passage ts well worth quoting, 
because sequestered in it is a refer-

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Renoir Was Not Interested in Theories of Painting 


“If Painting Did Not Amuse Me,’ He Said. “I Should Not Do It”

R eo ag Par Theodore Duret. Paris:

HAVE before me the colored 
reproduction of a young woman 
who has just issued from the 
brook in which she has been 
bathing.

His more sober admirers—the prob- 
able forecasters of the final estimate 
of his art—detect in these later pro- 
auctions the waning powers of this 
remarkable painter. 

Of the enduring human charm of 
the man, Renoir, there was never 
but one verdict. Of the artists who 
best illustrate the nineteenth century 
emancipation from tradition and es- 
thetic dogma, none was more uni- 
versally liked than Pierre-Auguste 
Renoir. The green-eyed 
never so much as rested her glance 
upon the simple, unassuming and 
entirely wholesome personality of the 


rman whose gifts were never utilized 


to attain personal giory or distinc- 
tion. To the envious-minded, talent 
is easier to condone in those who 
seek none of its worldly privileges, 
and Renoir, free from that spirit of 
emulation which too often strives to

“I am ther developed by his training in the 


designing of flower and other orna- 
ment for the porcelain factories of 
Limoges, his native city, while a 
young boy of 13. With such apti- 
tude and an unfailing serenity of 
temperament, his art, which he prac- 
ticed unremittingly for sixty years, 
seems to have been to him a source 
of unadulterated joy, free from any 
impeding fits of discouragement or 
self-doubt. Every new problem was 
met with renewed confidence and 
the fruitful effort of intuitive per- 
ception: His career as a painter on 
porcelain was cut short by the sub- 
stitution of mechanical processes for 
the work of the human hafid. This 
was a fortunate circumstance for 
Renoir, as after futile efforts to com- 
pete with these methods which, be- 
ing a complete novelty, had cap- 
tured the public favor, he turned his 
facile brush to the painting of 
shades, and from this branch of his 
profession gradually wandered into 
the higher fields of art. 

His earnings as a painter of shades 
enabled him to take up the study of 
the human figure at tlie studio of 
Gleyre, where he had as comrades 
Claude Monet and Sisley, who had 
little use for the academic methods 
of their master. “You doubtless paint 
for your 
Gleyre, as he 
studies of his new pupil. 
ly,’* replied Renoir, “and you can 
believe me that if it. did not amuse 
me I shouldn't do it."" This was not 
mere flippancy on his part, but the 
actual truth. He used to say that in 
laying color on a canvas he did not 
think “he was going to save the 


French HRepublic.“" This is so evi- 
dent in his work that the first im- 
pression it creates is that of the 
sensuous delight -the painter must 
have had in its production. 

One of his earliest and most active 
supporters, whose sympathy took the 
helpful and practical form of pur- 
chasing his pictures, was the art 
critic, M. Théodore Duret, whose 
newly published biography of Kenoir 
(containing forty-two full page re- 
productions, of which three are in 
color) is probably the most complete 
and authoritative that has appeared. 
His first meeting with Renoir he 
thus describes: 


It was in March or April, 
1873, upon my return from a tn 
years’ voyage with oh Cernuschi, 
from which we were to bring back 
the elements of the Musée de I’Ex- 

treme Orient. In order to renew 
my contact with the art world I 
went to see Degas. At his studio 
I found a young man who was 
complaining of his inextricable 
financial difficulties. He told us 
that he had a picture representing 
a young girl at a picture dealer's 
in the Rue La Bruyére that he 
would sell for four hundred francs. 
I went to see it. I was struck 
with the charm of the model and 
the qualities of the execution, and 
I bought it for the sum asked. It 
was the picture En Eté, exhibited 
at the Salon of 1869, and is now 
at the National Gallery of Berlin. 

r came to thank me. He told 
me that he had other pictures I 
might like to see, as this painting 
had pleased me. They were in a 
studio where he had been forced 
to leave them as a guarantee for 
_ rent he was unable to pay in 


M.. Duret was very favorably im- 
pressed by the picture of a young 
woman holding a parasol (exhibited 
at the Salon of 1868), for which 
Renoir gladly accepted his offer of 


1,200 francs, a sum which allowed 
him to pay his rent and start work 
in a new studio. 

Renoir’s first public appearance 
was at the Salon of 1864, with a pic- 
ture entitled ‘‘Esmeraida,’* in which 
the heroine of Notre Dame was rep- 
resented as she danced on the square 
of the ancient church. This work, of 
a purely romantic character, he de«- 
stroyed later, when he had arrived 
at a more realistic conception of na- 
ture. It was Courhet who had blazed 
the trail in this new direction and 
Renoir’s admiration for the Ornans 
artist led him to adopt temporarily 
his particular technique. However, 
painting with the palette knife, with 
which Courbet attained such surpris- 
ing results, did not appeal to him and 
with his picture of Lise (Salon of 
1868) and a second painting of the 
same model in 1869, his work 
assumed the purely individual char- 
acter of his free and luscious tech- 
nique. He had submitted his picture 
with more or less success to the 
yearly Saion until the outbreak of 
the Franco-Prussian War. At the 
post-war Salons, they were rigorous- 
ly excluded. As his talent was ma- 
turing with every fresh effort this 
might seem strange. The explana. 
tion is simple. The jury how recog- 
nized that Renoir was one of the 
noteworthy exponents of a new 
movement in art ‘in ‘which Manet, 
Monet, Sisley and Pissarro ied the 
advance. Its members were deter- 
mined to crush this movement,. which 
threatened to abolish forever the 
strait-jacket of tradition and _con- 
ventional formulae of art. To ‘ex- 
clude its productions from the yearly 
Salon was to deprive them of the 
only means of capturing the atten 
tion of the public. 

This was only the stemming of a 
resistiess tide. With great effort and 
little means at their disposal, the 
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group of insurgents organized an ex- 
hibition of their own in 1874, where 
Monet's painting, ‘‘An Impression, 
Rising Sun,"” was the origin of the 
name Impressionism ~ henceforth 
adopted by the new school. This was 
followed by a second exhibition, in 
1876, at’ the Durand-Ruel Gallery,

OETRY, it may be said for the 
immediate cases in hand, ts 
sometimes an inspired pro- 
ceeding and sometimes the pe- 

culiar and poignant self-expression 
of a talented and sensitive person- 
ality. This second classification, 
often so pleasing, so varied, so 
compact with indubitable spiritual 
nourishment, may not achieve the 
plane of the major poets, but it does 
provide a veritable sustenance, for it 
ix the éonfession, reaction and 
ejaculation of a universal urge. It 
will repeat the same aspirations, 
fears, and intuitions over and over 
again, and in a form that is un- 
blessed by those blinding flashes and 
profound provisions that make great 
poetry. Its value is relative toe the 
mood of the reader. It evades criti- 
vcism in that it suggests no preten- 
sions ahd offers no more than what 
it is. Its right to existence is the 
right of sincerity, and however hum- 
ble it may be in the approximation 
of the unprosaic, if it is unstained 
by chariatanism, bogus qualities and 
the vanities of creativeness it vindi- 
cates its being. Tested by this lib- 
erality of judgment, there is hardly a 
volume in the group here considered 
but offers some point of contact with 
the. great traditions. 

It is beyond dispute that Charies 
Williams manages to circumscribe 
2m actual and concentrated poetry in 
“Windows of Night.” He is scholar- 
iy and philosophical, but never in a 
dull or devious way. Keeping tight 
rein on his metrical schemes and al- 
ways essaying an utterance that is 
not stuccoed with clichés, he man- 
ages to inject a sincerity into his 
work that is unmistakable. A certain 
coldness marks a portion of his work, 
but it is the sort of coldness that 
predicates an in brooding. 
in such efforts as “The Window,"’ 
“A Cup of Water’’ and “At a Tube 
Station’’ he exhibits a sensitiveness 
and profundity that almost lift him 
from the multitudinous ranks of the 
minor lyrists. Then, too, he possesses 
«a neat, rippling lyrical gift, as may 
te witnessed in ‘Walking Song*’’ and 
“The Wars of the Roses."’ It would 
be unfair~to leave him without due 
recognition of the fact that the ma- 
jority of the many sonnets in his 
book are finely turned and well re- 
ward reading, even though none of 
them touches that plane whereon the 
great sonnets have their lustrous 
being. Mr. Williams is an English- 
man and a contributor to The Lon- 
don Mercury and The New Witness, 
and there is no reason why he should 
not have an American audience for 
nimeelf. 

‘Miss Marion Strobel is a much 
warmer writer and ‘‘Oncé in a Blue 
Moon’’ reveals her as a worker in 
those fields that have been passed 
over by certain American women, 
~—Miss Millay, for instance. She 
catehes an emotional experience and, 
for the mosi part, shapes an appeai- 


ing image from it. The pieces that 


make up the “Seven Brave Women” 
section are all finely wrought and 
reveal a sort of emotional irony. 
She is less successful in some of the 
short efforts in vers libre and it is 
to be regretted that she included 
quite so much in her book. If it 
had been winnowed more thoroughly 
its. value in proportion to its bulk 
would have been greater. She, too, 
like Mr. Williams, is quite sticcess- 
ful in the sonnet form, ‘“Trees,’’ es- 
pecially, being an excellent achieve- 
ment.

. T the end of the World War! 
Italy wus like a blind musi- | 
clan who had lost the plec- 
trum of his mandolin. The 
musician, the people, groped 
in vain trying one plectrum after an- 
other on the instrument, the Govern- 
ment, until the one that produced 
the harmony of political unity, if not 
the melody of reconstruction and 
progress, was found. There was the 
Socialist plectrum which broke in 
the hand; the Popular plectrum, 
which its holder, Don’ Sturzo, feared 
ro manipulate; there was the old 
plectrum of Giolitti which made dis- 
cord still more discordant, and 
finally, there was the plectrum of 
tne Fascisme, so far unbroken and 
unstilled. 

Italy shad entered the war to 
achieve her national aspirations—to 
complete the circle of her 
ethnic unity and defensive 
strategy. Her victory over 
Austria-Hungary was com- 
plete one week before the 
Germans were allowed to 
march peucefully back to 
their homes. She had no- 
body at the ensuing Paris 
conference capable of em- 
phasizing thix fact, and so 
the pacifists at home pre- 
vailed and welcomed the 
victors in the field with de- 
rision and contumely. It 
is the story of the ultimate 
failure of these pacifiats 
and the restoration of na- 
tional dignity, pride and 
patriotism which Signor 
Bonomi tells in his book 
“From Socialism to Fas- 
cism,.”

OOKS about the .making and 
marketing of the short story 
have been supérabundant, 
and hooks of assorted short 
stories, giving the material 

full freedom to speak for itself, have 
at least heen numerous. Here 
comes. something betwixt and be- 
tween: a conspectus of the short 
story in English for the past seventy 
or eighty years, with plenty of com- 
ment on the product and with ex- 
cerpts, more or less extended, as 
required. ; 

Mr. Ward has preferred to begin 
with Poe and Hawthorne. It might 
have been thought that Ichabod 
(rane and Rip Van Winkle would 
imsure more for Washington Irving 
than one or two incidental mentions; 
and Irving would have been doubly 
to the purpose at a time when events 
tend to bring him back to notice. 
But we are hurried on through Bret 
Harte and Ambrose Bierce to Kip- 
ling and Stevenson, and we continue 
through a number of British practi- 
tioners of more merit, perhaps, 
than fame. Some twenty names in 
all. We finish with a chapter— 
obligatory, everything considered— 
on Tchekhov, the only writer in a 
foreign tongue who is included. This 
is done, perhaps, that the book may 
end, in a highly accomplished and 
contemporaneous fashion, on Kath- 
erine Mansfield, Tchekhov’s chief 
disciple in English. 

Mr. Ward entertains his own 
views and = gree and has a 
straightforward, downright way of 
expressing them. The endeavors of 
Hawthorne and Poe do not altogether 
please him. Hawthorne was 
“*burdened as an artist’’ by a Puri- 
tanism that impelled to moralizing: 

As a Puritan his heart was that 
of a simple child who heard no 
call to question great wonders. 
which sophisticated and skeptical 
modern minds put aside as in- 
credible. ‘‘Incredible’' was a word 
that had no place in Hawthorne's 
¥Yacabulary, and its absence was an 
important negative factor in con- 
nection with his creative work. 

Had he striven for verisimilitude, 

had he cared to know that poster- 

ity would dismiss his moral tags as 
thoroughly inartistic, he would 
scarcely have written at all. 

Poe's deficiencies were “those of 
a pioneer.”’ Blazing a trail in new 
territory, he was sometimes led to 
employ devices that were crude 
and ugly. Our author resents es- 
pecially the method which makes 
the reader a more or less paasive 
instrument of response—a_ criti- 
cism of Poe’s desire to make him 
endure a “symphony of suffering.’’ 

The power of any such literary 
method as this is necessarily tim- 


ited. No author can do more 
than occasionally repeat the 
symphon’’ of suffering. Nature 


takes care of us to that extent. 
No normal person's flesh will 
ereep repeatedly under the influ- 
ence ot every story in a volume. 
Horror uces its own anti- 
toxin and automatically inocu- 
lates us against further horror, 
temocrarily at any rate. 

that, even in Poe’s expert hands, 
the rcoader becomes indifferent;

Poe’s power of ion, he 
may, after a long sitting, say: 
“How dull!’’ 


Yet the spirit of fairness prompts 
an acknowledgment that, after a 
little, the reader wil return to be 
played upon again.

was also an artist whose delicacy 
and restraint are shown, not 
least, in his avoidance of the 
sunken reefs that beset the pas- 
sage of those- who adventure 
amidst emotional deeps. 


Bierce is a good second, though 
it is “doubtful whether he stands 
as high * * *. in all-round tech- 
nical skill."" We sense him as be- 
ing, like Harte, a willful creator 
who took his own line. : 

Follow tributes to James and Ste- 
venson. Though the commentator’s 
usual plan is to base his observations 
on groups or collections of short 
pieces, in the case of James a singie 
story suffices: the somewhat cele- 
brated “ghost story,’’ as it has come 
to be called, “The Turn of the Screw.”” 
If one reads aright, an important ele- 
ment of this piece lies in the reader's 
compulsion to contribute. The 
framework is up; lacunae exist.a- 
plenty; and the enthralied—or en- 
trapped—reader must, whether or no, 
in order to fill in, draw on experi- 
ence, recollection, shadowy hearsay, 
for things known reluctantly, half- 
known or revivéd—but in any event 
matters he would prefer to dismiss 
and forget. Not often is one given 
so full an opportunity to act as ac- 
complice, ag confederate. Yet the 
technical side is here studied as 
closely as the moral. 

In the Stevenson group one finds 
the customary and familiar things, 
and the ultimate verdict.is this: 

Stevenson was one of the most 
mannered among English writers, 
and a well-trained artificer in words, 
but he had in his keeping the keys 
to elemental forces that réck 
nothing to stylistic niceties. R. L. 
8. is beloved not because he 
dressed his phrases in purple and 
fine linen, but because he knew 
that fairies and bogies and tears 
and courage and kindly sentiment 
are cherished in common by the 
greatest and the least among men. 


After this, a slight diminuendo, 
based on Kipling, leads effectively 
to the grand-central fortissimo. Kip- 
ling’ is reconsidered thus: 


Criticism, at’ best, is an ungrate- 
ful task—and often a seemingly 
barren one; for what natural lik- 
ing at first approves, cooler judg- 
ment frequently’ snatches away. 
If the development of literary taste 
deepens appreciation of greater and 
permanent writings (as, indisput- 
ably, it does), it also narrows or en- 


tirely closes certain channels of

They get effects. 

What they tack is the sense of 
conviction behind the story. What 
they provide is obvious, if often very 
clever, invention. That is a good 
thing, if it is not a great thing. It 
ig not to be expected that a volume 
like this should furnish the great 
thing. Perhaps it is enough to jus- 
tify the volume that a selection of 
fifteen miscellaneous writings has 
revealed so unmistakably the pre- 
vailing wind of the current writing 
mode. We jest at wounds because 
we fear the flings of outrageous per- 
sons at our self-pity and our pride 
in. them. We indulge our own in- 
extinguishable penchant for melo- 
drama under cover of appeasing the 
populace. A mask of cheap cynicism 
is qur apology to ourselves and the 
other self-assumed sophisticates. 

That, at any rate, is qa way of 
leoking at it. Another way to put 
it ig that in our deadly fear of being 
bunked with sentiment we are driven 
to deal in a special line of bunk-of 
our own.

T is not Jong since f wrote you 

about Pierre Louys, when he 

published a collection of several 

of his mythological tales under 

the title ‘“‘The Twilight of the 
Nymphs.’" 1 did not dream then 
that 1 would have to write of him 
again so soon on the sad occasion 
of his death. French literature 
mourns him. deeply. All the Parisian 
newspapers devoted long articles to 
him—with the exception of one sup- 
posedly informative paper. which 
disposed of him in six lines, as if 
he had been some insignificant of- 
ficial or obscure politician. The work 
of Pierre Louys is very fascinating 
and highly artistic; his réle as a 
representative man, to use an -ex- 
pression of Emerson's, is even more 
important. 

He did not, however, write much 
in the thirty-odd years of his career; 
or, at least, he did not publish much 
—-for it is said that he left a great 
many manuscripts. Born in Paris in. 
1870, he was the great-grandson of 
PDr.- Sabatier, Napoleon’s ‘physician, 
and the great-nephew of General 
Junot, Duke of Abrantés. He be- 
longed to the family of Baron 
Louis, Minister of Finance under 
the restoration—the one who said, 
“You see to it that your politics 
are sound, and | will attend to the 
soundness of your finances."’ And 
he was a younger brother, of Georges 
Louis, once the French Ambassador 
to Russia. His spelling his name 
with a ‘‘y’’ was merely an ortho- 
graphic whim of the artist.

FE was very young, only 20, 

when he made his début by 

founding a radical review, La 
Conque; and in 1891 he published a 
slender volume of poems, “Astarté,"’ 
today unobtainable. He was 55 
when he died; and after this 
firat little book he published only 
three novels (‘‘Aphrodite’’ in 1896, 
“The Woman and the Puppet" in 
1898 and “The Adventures of the 
King Pausole’’ in 1901); a volume 
written in imitation of the ancient 
poets, the ‘‘Songs of Bilitis’’ (first 
edition in 1804, edition fn 
1900); three volumes of stories 
and  miscellanies, **Bloodstones*’ 
(1908) ; **Archipelago’’ (1906) ; 
“The Twilight of the Nymphs’ 
(final edition in 1925), and two vol- 


umes of translations, the ‘‘Poems’’ 
Of Meleager (1893), and Lucian’s 
* “Dialogues of Courtesans’’ (1896). 


Besides, he edited the Revue des 
Livres Anciens, for he was d scholar 
and a hibliophile. 

He was known to only a limited 
circle of young writers, particularly 
those who visited the homes of Mal- 
larmé. and Heredia (one of whose 
daughters he was to marry), when 
“*Aphrodite’”’ made him suddenly 
famous. A stirring article by Fran- 
eois Coppée immediately gave it a 
good start. But, for that matter, this 
famous novel could easily have 
made its way in the world alone.

HE story is laid in the great 

cosmopolitan Greco - Egyptian 

city of Alexandria, in the first 
century hefore Christ. It tells of the 
tragic love of the little Galilean 
maid- Chrysis and the handsome 
sculptor Demetrios, favorite of 
Queen -Berenice- (whom you must 
not confuse with the Berenice of 
Titus and Racine). Chrysis com- 
mands Demetrios to steal the silver 
mirror of her rival Bacchis, to kill 
the wife of the high priest in order 
to purloin her comb and, finally, to 
enter the temple of Aphrodite and 
take the necklace of the goddess. 
The love-smitten Demetrios commits 
these three crimes; but then his 
passion cools. By way of revenge 
he, in his turn, demands that 
Chrysis, on pain of never seeing him 
again, should display herself in pub- 
lic adorned with these objects, 
which alone would be enough to 
condemn her. Accordingly she ap- 
pears thus clad at the top of the 
watch tower—and the people take 
‘her for Aphrodite herself. But she 
is arrested and must drink hemlock; 
such is the end of this mad love 
affair. The conclusion of the novel 
is very moral, though some episodes 
cannot very well be related in the 
drawing room. 

In ‘“The Woman and the Puppet,”’ 
Pierre Louys again tells a story of

SKY, the author, is dis- 
Pleased when her princely 
rank is mentioned in .the 
discussion of her books. But I hope 
she will forgive me if I neverthe- 
less ‘tell my American readers that 
she is the wife of the former Ger- 
man Ambassador to London. My 
reasons for so doing are intimately 
connected with her recent book: it 
taker the self-confidence of the great 
lady to wage war against the expert. 
For he represents theory and estab- 
lished opinion—he is the know-it-all 
in every field. 
But Mechthilde Lichnowsky at- 
tacks this ubiquitous spectre of the 
expert with both courage and wit. 
This Princess does not gaze longing- 
ly from behind golden bars at the 
doings of mankind—she has leaped 
out resolutely, to bustle about 
among ordinary mortals, to view 
their worrisome affairs with her vig- 
orous sense of humor. Sometimes 
she is victorious, sometimes defeated 
—as usually happens when a warm 
heart and clear head hurl the lance 
of mockery against stupidity and 
stubborn prejudice. 

The expert may be a luminary of 
medical science whose treatments are 
based on the. formulas of his doc-| 
trines, and who is not in the least 
disturbed by the increased severity 
of his patients’ pains. Or he may 
be disguised as a school-ma’am who 
blithely goes on training her ‘charges 
without having the slightest notion 
of the psychic life of the child. Or. 
again, he may be a waiter in a ho- 
tel who refuses absolutely to under- 
stand that a guest may suddenly de- 
sire twice as much tea as customary 
in his order. There is a delicious 
chapter on the photographer to 
whom a lady shows a murderer’s 
picture with the request that he 
make exactly the same sort of pic- 
ture of her. That is, she wants a 
truthful picture, without flattery. 
But her attempt meets with utter 
failure — the photographer 
deeply offended, and Frau Lichnow- 
sky departs hopelessly. 

If one wishéd to find fault with 
this singularly entertaining and very

N her new novel Sophie Hoch- 
stetter, a sensitive, cultured 
author of Franconian descent, 
writes of the touching figure of Kas- 
par Hauser. He is the mysterious 
youth who, about 1830; suddenly ap- 
peared in the market-place of the 
fortress of Nuremberg. Of his 
origin he could tell only that he -had 
grown up on bread and water in a 
dark dungeon, that he had slept 
much, that while he slept he had 
been bathed and given fresh cloth- 
ing. Finally, his keeper had taught 
him to write his name and speak a 
few sentences, had carried him on 
his back through forests, and had 
left him in the environs of the city.

After a long silence Judge Grant 
has written a novel somewhat ironic 
of marriage, divorce.

- Against a Middle Western 
background in ‘‘The Spring Flight’’

In “Martha’’ Percy Marks records 
the somewhat distressing career of a 
girl born of a passing liaison between 
a young Englishman and a full- 
blooded Indian. This author of *‘The 
Plastic Age,’ a scandalmongering 
novel of last season, has more than 
one string to his bow. ‘Prairie 
Fires,"’ by Lorna Doone Beers, de- 
picts the conflict between the en- 
ecroachments of civilization and the 
relics of a vanished pastoral inno- 
eence in America. ‘‘To Babylon,” 
by Larry Barretto, records the ex- 
periences of Middle Western folk 
who come to New York City.

in the compilations of auction sales, | - 


published both in London and New 
York. 

it occurred to us, therefore, that it 
might be an advantage to have for 
the service of American collectors 
some account from the major auc- 
tion houses of the sales they have 
We pian to 
use the information generously put 
at our disposal by the American Art 
Association and the Anderson Gal- 
leries—both of which have held ex- 
tremely important sales this past 
year—in the order received. The re- 
port from the long account sent by 
the American Art Association will be 
given next week. 

In the great Arnold sale, held by 
the Anderson Galleries, it is pointed 
out that the prices realized for a few 
of the Tennyson rarities were quite 
exceptional. The books which 
achieved such records were prac- 
tically unknown. Indeed, it is said, 
and quite possibly ‘tis true, that 
when a unique copy of ‘‘The Vic- 
tim’’ brought $9,000 the “old timers” 
rose in a body in the auction room 
and demanded to know if Tennyson 
had some Shakespearean associa- 
tion. They had forgotten about him 
and they knew that only those books 
that were of or touched the magic 
name Shakespeare were worth any 
such sum. 

Of course, the statement of the 
Anderson Galleries, which is a seri- 
ous affair, carefully refrains from 
any mention of this engaging little 
episode, nor do we insist that our 
readers believe it. 


the Anderson Galleries have 

sold books and autographs for 
a total of $604.049.45, as against 
$574,888.30 for the season of 1923- 
24. This total was made up of the 
proceeds of thirty-eight catalogues, 
comprising seventy-one _— sessions. 
The sales included two great collec- 
tions—that of the late William Har- 
ris Arnold and that of the late Bev- 
erly Chew. The total of the Arnold 
sale, of which there were four ses- 
sions, was $148,723.50 and of the 
Chew sale, sold in two parts of two 
and three sessions respectively, was 
$159,229. 

“At the Arnold sale many record} 
prices were paid, notably for: Steven- 
son manuscripts and Tennyson rari- 
ties. The manuscript of Stévenson’s 
poem ‘Requiem,’ written on one 
page quarto, was bought by Dr. 
Rosenbach for $1,500, which is the 
highest price per page ever paid for 
a modern manuscript. For the man- 
uscript of Stevenson's ‘Kidnapped,’ 
written on 190 sheets and lacking the 
last three chapters, Dr. Rosenbach 
paid $10,000, which is the record 
price for a Stevenson manuscript. 

“Of the Tennyson . rarities Dr. 
Rosenbach paid $6,900 for a copy of 
"The Lover's Tale,’ the earliest of 
Tennyson's ‘trial books,’ and James 
F. Drake bought for $7,000 the only 
known available copy of “The True 
and the False; Four Idylis of the 
King,” and for $9,000 a unique copy 
of ‘The Victim.’ The total of $22,- 
900 paid for these three little vol- 
umes was quite unexpected. Mr. 
Arnold early in life made two collec- 
tions which he sold by auction, after 
which he issued what he called ‘re- 
port:,’ giving the cost price and sale 
price of each number. He would 
greatly have enjoyed issuing a cost 
and sele price list of this collection, 
which was sold after his death. 


Dees the season just closed 


contained many rare books in 

Engiish literature in superb 
condition. A copy of the first issue 
of Miiton’s ‘Paradise Lost’ sold for 
a record price of $5,600, nearly three 
times the amount of the previous 
reco“d; and a copy of the first issue 
of ‘Robinson CrusoeJ/ in three vol- 
umes in an early binding, ‘was 
bought by Dr. Rosenbach for $5,350. 
Another record price was Blake’s

prices. His copy of the First Folio, 
with. the title-page in facsimile, 
which sold for $8,000 in the Wallace 
sale, sold in the Chew sale for 
$11,750, the highest single price of 
the auction season. Ben Jonson's 
“‘Workes,” the Robert Hoe copy, 
which in the Hoe sale brought $600, 
sold for $3,000 in the Chew sale. 
“The remaining sales at the An- 
derson Galleries were made up of 
miscellaneous duplicates from the li- 
brary of Henry E. Huntington, the 
libraries of the late Edith Kingdon 
Gould and George J. Gould, the 
printing librarfes of Oscar Aurelius 
Morgner and John Clyde Oswald and 
a large number of miscellaneous con- 
signments. 

“The outstanding feature of the 
season was the comparatively small 
number of choice manuscripts and 
books which were offered and the 
high prices which were bid for them. 
Every time a rare and desirable book 
or manuscript appeared a record 
price was bid. In the opinion of the 
Anderson Galleries, the demand for 
choice books and manuscripts will 
from now on exceed the supply. 
Nearly all the desirable ones which 
have been offered during the last 
three or four years have been bought 
by public institutions or by private 
collectors whose collections will 
event! ly be bequeathed to institu- 
tions. ere are, of course, a few 
important private collections in 
America which will be sold ‘by way 
of the auction’ when their owners 
die, but these cannot begin to supply 


-the extraordinary demand there is 


today in America from the large and 
increasing ber of collectors.’

HE William L. Clements Library 

of American History, in their 

Bulletin No. 9, June, records 
an extremely interesting exhibition 
relating to the 150th ‘anniversary of 
the battle of Bunker Hill, June 17, 
1775. This sesquicentennial display 
dealing with one of the most pic- 
turesque episodes in American his- 
tory has its first case devoted to 
some British accounts of the battle. 
This contains such accounts as Gen- 
eral’s Gage's dispatch printed in The 
Gentleman’s Magazine, and those of 
Earl Percy and General Burgoyne, 
who viewed the battle, the latter 
from a near-by hill. The second 
case containg early narrative his- 
tories of the American Revolution, 
and in the section devoted to the 
American side of the battle is an ex- 
tremely important autograph letter 
from General Joseph Warren, writ- 
ten five weeks before he was killed 
at Bunker Hill. This document is 
endorsed by Artemas.Ward, Wash- 
ington’s predecessor as Commander- 
in-Chief.

A determined effort is afoot to de- | 
stroy these fine arts, whose exis- | 
tence hax always heen ideal, re- | 
mote and disassociated from life, 
and to substitute for-them that 
immediate criticism of life which 
ix simply literature. The very ba- 
Sis of man’s sense of formal beauty 
is under attack. Expressionists 
under one name or another are 
attempting to demolish the princt- 
ples of abstract beauty which man 
arrived at only after ages of tra- 
yall.

The sensuous artistx used litera- 
ture to enrich their formal pro- 
ductions. But the great formal 
artists used literature as an acces- 
sory, never as an end in itself. 
Viato wax interested in symbolism, 
but what interested Pindar was 
verse. Aeschylus, Sophocles and 
Apuleius were interested in sym- 
bolism, the rhythms and sequences 
of thought, and the formal beauty 
of character, situation and plot; 
but what interested Virgil, Horace 
and Catullus primarily was the 
sound of Latin, forged into reso- 
nant harmonies. 

The menace to the formal arts 
today is the effort that ix being 
made to establish literary signifi- 
cance ax the essence of the .form. 
Literary significance is. of course, 
the essence of nothing but litera- 
ture. The fallacy that it is the 
essence of all the arts has affected 


music, painting, sculpture and 
poetry to a very great degree. In 
poetry it hax swept the field. 


Hardly one person in a thousand 
considers poetry as anything ex- 
cept simple literature. It is read 
(and written) as if it were prose, 
appraised for its literary qualities 
and declared to be nothing but idea 
(with strange sentimental distinc- 
tions as to what ideas are poetry 
and what are not) or emotion. . 
Music is called back to its savage 
utility of expressing the emotions 
of man. Painting is called back 
to its savage literary utility of 
expressing idea or emotion. -

“Whitewashing Jane Clemens'’ is 
the title of an-article by Doris and 
Samuel Webster in the July Book- 
man. The purpose of the article is 
to show that Mark Twain's mother 
was not luritanical and cannot just- 
ly be blamed for her son's failure to 
rise to the heights that he might. 
according to certain critics, have 
achieved had it not been for her in- 
fluence and teachings. Mr. Webster 
ix the son of Annie Moffett Webster 
(daughter of Mark. Twain's sister, 
l'amela), who lived in the same 
house with her grandmother, Jane 
Clemens, for twenty-five years. As 
the information on which this arti- 
cle was based was received from his 
mother, Mr. Webster should be well 
qualified to write of Jane Clemens as 
she really was. He says, in part: 

Van Wyck Brooks's mistake is 
that he has sketched a Consistent 
character, never a true picture ex- 
cept in the case of fanatics who 
have only one idea and never get 
over it. Jane Clemens did not 
bother much about being consis- 
tent one way or the other, except 
when it came to her stern convic- 
tion that veal disagreed with her 
and hot bread did not. After eat- 
ing a plateful of -hot bread just 
out of the oven and loaded with 
butter, and finishing with a baked 
apple, she explained her subse- 
quent indigestion by pointing out 
that baked apples never did agree 
with her.

When she grew 
very old—she lived to be S7—her 
embroidering instinct went un- 
checked and she told some remark- 
able tales. One was that her 
daughter Pamela had been stolen 
from her at the age of 5 by In- 
dians. Since she had lived with 
her daughter virtually all her life 
there seems to have been slight 
foundation for this story. 

She did not like housekeeping. 
She didn’t believe in doing any 
disagreeable work if she could help 
it. ‘‘Never learn to do anything,’’

alike able to serve the nation, to. 
identify themselves with it and 
find themselves in it.

So the old struggle was renewed 
and gained strength as opposition 
grew with the mistakes, the errors 
of the Fascismo, or with apparent 
signs of its weakness. 
Signor Bonomi looks upon the Fas- 
cismo as an interlude rather than a 
stage in history. The interlude will 
be long or short as Europe, he says, 
as a whole, corrects the errors of 
democracy and re-establishes it: 

The oy. when the interlude ends 
—and it is to be hoped that the 
end may Pog peaceful—will find 
Italy already freed from her po- 
litical errors. The frivolous, skep- 
tical, self-seeking breed of poli- 
ticians that had no inkling of how 
to promote the moral recovery of 
Italy. will have vanished, and the 
ideals of democracy will have per- 
meated the masses so thoroughly 
that they will never again be led 
astray by the glamour of any dic- 
tatorship.

Its Interpreter, Professor McElroy, Shows How a World Craving for Peace Must Think in 
Terms of Justice to the Ideals of All Nations, and Seek an Enlightened Viewpoint

This article has an increased sig- 
nificance because its awthor was re- 
cently appointed Harold Vyvyan 
Harmaworth Professor of American 
History in Oxford University, and in 
that position he will himself have a 
part in fostering the international 
mind.

HEN the Sage Confucius 

was about to die, he asked 

to be carried to the door 

of his house, that he 
might take a farewell look at the 
world; and he wept over its condi- 
tion. If that ancient philosopher 
should return today, would he dry 
his tears? Twenty-four centuries 
of loam have gathered upon his sim- 
ple graye in Shantung; and still 
men fight one another for the love of 
tod; fight one another for the love 
of gain; fight one another for a 
thousand reasons not one of which 
is strong enough to prove their ac- 
tions rational. 

What the world is looking for is 
eternal peace. What it is looking 
at, almost a decade after the “war 
to end war,”’ is almost eternal wars. 
The problem of the world, the en- 
tire world, is to get rid of what we 
are looking at, and to get what we 
are looking for. To avoid. renewed 
disasters—and today we see that dis- 
asters are world-wide—we must make 
peace safe for the peaceful; other- 
wise, they will cease to be peace- 
ful. This cannot be done in sections. 
It is an international problem, and 
the sooner we recognize that fact, 
the sooner we shall see a maximum 
of peace and safety. 
In seeking to solve a problem 

one’s first concern is with the ques- 
tion of method. The method of end- 
ing war by:.fighting for peace has 
been tried and found most dis- 
astrously wanting. The method of refusing 
to fight for peace when need seemed to de- 
mand fighting, bas also failed, as disastrous- 
ly, if not after quite so many trials. Mili- 
tary preparedness has failed; military un- 
preparedness has proved like an unfenced 
sheepfold upon the mountain, an invitation 
to every rambling beast of-prey. Certainly 
there are left today few with full faith in 
either method: and yet, as the years in- 
crease dividing us ever further from the days 
of the Hindenburg line. there begin to ap-

pear again advocates of the one method, 
advocates of the other method. crying again 
their antique, sadly damaged wares, mili- 
tarism and .pacifism, as panaceas of last- 
ing peace. 

In a certain very ancient controversy,‘ the 
anti-type of that in progress today between 
Fundamentalist and Modernist, St. Paul said, 
“Neither circumcision availeth anything, 
neither uncircumcision; but a new crea- 
ture.”” And it is fair to paraphrase that 
famoux sentence thus: “Neither militarism 





availeth anything, nor pacifism, but a new 

What that vision is may be stated in the 
words of America's greatest legal mind, 
Elihu Root, who once said: “The indispensa- 
ble prerequisite of lasting peace is the crea- 
tion of the international mind.'" And by 
that he meant nothing calculated to detract 
from the glory and the dignity of nations; 
but rather something designed immeasurably 
to increase them. The international mind 
means higher loyalty to principles than to 


as a‘trust. Such inheritances do not_ 


helong; they are committed, and. 


what we have of freedom. of power 


and enlightenment, we hold in trust <” 


‘for all humanity. 

Thie-is- true not-of America alone; 
jor of America and England alone, 
nor of the West alone; but of all 
nations. And in every enlightened 
nation there are items of value to 
every Other nation. To feel that 
everything in one’s own nation ix 
better than the corresponding thing 


in all other nations is not patriotism. . 


It is provincialism. It cannot stand 
the test of even a moderate amount 
of travel and study in other tands. 


When nations learn fairly to con- 


sider other nations’ points of view. 
we shall lose that provincialism, that 
tendency to local thinking which has 
been the cause of a vast percentage 
of the world’s woes in every age of 
man. There is in the East a story 


of an American visitor to China who:, 


in the midst of a Chinese funeral ser- 
vice. turned to hie Chinese com- 
panion and asked, scornfully, ‘“Do 
they suppose that the dead man will 


get up and eat the rice which they 


are burying with him?’ The an- 
swer was illuminating: ‘‘Yes, same 
day the cther dead people in Ameri- 
ca get up and smell the flowers 
buried with them.’’ 
To strive for a sympathetic under- 
between nations and races 
is but part of the day’s work of 
every man of vision. It is a work 


prescribed by progress, a point of ~ 


view demanded by the very ides of - 


intelligence. It is of the essence of 
what we call America; for an Ameri- 
can is a composite of all races and 
kindreds and tongues, and the har- 
mony of races is our special task, 
the indispensable prerequisite of suc- 
cess in our republican experiment, 
promising, but still an experiment. 
America is not great by divine right. She 


is great by virtue of -the presence of the _

The ordinary amateur of today 
isn't particularly concerned whether 
he wins a prize or not. He usually 
gets paid anyway. He is not a nerv- 
ous novice, seeking footlight fame 
and fortune. He is neither nervous 
Ror novice enough to come within 
the old-time definition of an ama- 
teur. He is a member of a recently 
developed branch of the theatrical 
profession — the semi - professional 
amateur. He is booked by an agent, 
after a try-out. He plays three or 
four one-night stands a week in 
theatres situated in ous parts of 
the gity. His shyness is simulated. 
The quaver in his voice at the out- 
set of his first song is under com- 
plete control. When he goes fiat for 
@ moment he does it with humor 
aforethought. If he trails along a 
note or two behind the orchestra he 
ix merely giving the public what it 
wants.

The, Modern Method 


In some theatres the current ver- 
sion of amateur night reflects the 
refining influence of this enlightened 
era. The amateur is cast as a 
dilettante who is seriously contem- 
plating professionalism. He is placed 
in competition with seven or eight 
others similarly inclined. The op- 
portunity tendered him for display- 
ing his gifts is free from ribald in- 
terruption. If his offering is deemed 
the rarest and most captivating, he 
may get a week's engagement, with 
small pay and large potentialities. 
Chain theatres pit the winners at 
their several houses against one_an- 
other in borough semi-finals and city 
finals. Volume and duration of ap- 
plause determines the victor. The 
lips of the hopeful ventriloquist may 
move so patently that even he who 
dozes may see, but there is no nega- 
tive demonstration. The ballroom 
dancers may commit a bit of typical 
man-and-wife terpsichorean disa- 
agreement, but the audience will re- 
frain from coarsely remarking it. If

troducing. Lou Rose, who officiated 
for many years at Miner's Bowery 
Theatre, would often announce a 
vocal act by proclaiming that ‘He 
says he’s a sing-ah,’ and the audi- 
ence would chaHenge its prey to 
come out and prove it. 


Hard to Get Recruits 


‘*There were several kinds of acts 
that were convicted without the 
formality of a hearing. For example, 
TI never heard of a dramatic sketch 
that could last as long as an ice- 
cream cone at a Sunday school 
picnic. The distaste for these play- 
lets was traditional and so vociferous 
that we sometimes found it ‘hard to 
recruit three or four persons who 
were willing to attempt to achieve 
the impossible—although, more often 
than not, they didn’t realize that 
this was the true nature of their 
task.

ETAH—CAPITAL OF NEW POLAR EXPLOITS — 


Surrounded by a Desert ’of Ice, This Northern Oasis Blooms During the Summer Months 
Behind an Inhospitable Face of Rock—Explorers Will Find the Eskimo Hunting Walrus

HE eyes of the world are fixing 
upon Etah, in Northwest 
Greenland, which Donald B. 
MacMillan is to make the cap- 

ital of his polar explorations, which 
are expected to begin about Aug. 1. 
tah, divided from New York by 
xome 3,600 miles of sea and ice and 
from the North Vole by 600 miles of 
ice alone, is an oasis in a frozen des- 
ert. To the tenderfoot in the Mac- 
Millan expedition, approaching it for 
‘he first time and from the sea, it

In his case 
the necessity for making hay while 
the sun shines is self-evident.

These birds play an important part 
in the economy of the Eskimo. One 
hundred and twenty-five of their soft 
skins, feathers turned inward, make 
a warm undershirt for man or wo- 
man. Their flesh is considered a 
great tit-bit, and the supreme dish 
is made after the following fashion: 

A skin ‘drawn off = newly killed 
seal is filled with birds, feathers and 
all. When crammed to the top, the 
skin is covered with stones, to keep 
the sun away, and left long enough 
to permit the birds partially decay- 
ing, ax well as to allow them to be- 
come permeated with blubber from 
the sealskin. When this process has 
been completed they are ready to eat, 
and constitute the pléce de résistance 
of the Eskimo menu, 

Robbing the Foxes cs 

Finally, the sea king» furnish eggs. 
Children ransack the mountains for 
them, and obtain large quantities 
with little effort, at the same time 
the wily fox. Winter 
dearth forcex the fox, ax well as the 
Exkimos, to store up supplies during 
the Summer months.

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The main food of the Eskimo. 
however, is seal. Blubber supplies 
him with oil for his lamps, by whose 
light he eats the seal meat and 
makes his Summer coat out of the 
skin. In Winter this coat ix ex- 
changed for one of blue fox—the 
lightest and warmest of known cos- 
tumes. He wears bearskin breeches 
reaching a little below the knee all 
the year round, and boots of sealskin 
with hare lining. The costume for 
women varies only in pattern. 

Peary simplified the probiem of 
existence for the Eskimo by intro- 
ducing rifles. Before Peary’s time 
the native had to rely on the harpoon 
and on cunning. His favorite method 
of hunting seal was to catch him, 
when young ice was forming, as the 
seal came up to blow. He would ad- 
vance on his prey only during the 
period of the blow, which lasts a long 
time and quite deafens the seal to 
other sounds. Rifles have rendered 
such tricks no longer ie 

There are plenty of dangers to add 
to the excitement of the hunt in the 
Etah area, ax the MacMillan expedi- 
tion hunting walrus or tracking polar 
bear will distover. The walrus is 
capable of breaking thaough with his 
snout ice eight inches thick, .and 
when a herd of bulis charges a small 
boat odds can hardly de considered 
even. 

An Eskimo, asked what will make 
him happiest in life, replies: “To 
come on fresh bear tracks and be in 
front of all the other sledges."’ The 
bear hunt is the great event in an 
Exskimo’s life, and the hero of the 
tribe is he who can show the greatest 
number of long-haired pelts. - 

Most of the old warriors die with 
their heots on—worsted in a fight 
with a polar bear, pulled under the 
ice by a harpooned walrus or seal, 
or lost and frozen in a blizzard. One 
rarely finds an Eskimo past his six- 
tieth year. 

Not only will the MacMillan expedi- 
tion run into extremes of light and 
darkness; bot spelig reminiscent of a 
New York Summer and terrific spellx 
of cold are also to be encountered. 
In Summer the thermometer runs 
up as high as 95 degrees. In Winter 
it drops to 7% degrees below. How- 
ever, the expedition does not antici- 
pate any freezing weather during the 
months of July and August. Instead,

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BARNARD CLOISTERS PASS TO OUR MUSEUM 


Bit of Old France That Lives on the Heights of Manhattan Overlooking the Lordly Hudson 
Becomes a Part of the Permanent Artistic Endowment of the New York Public

ERCHED oon the eastern! 
escarpment of the next-to-} 
northernmost heights of Man- 


hattan, which skirt the Hud- | — 


son from Morningside to Inwood, 
with deep valleys intersecting. is a! 
tittle bit of Southern France, which 
used to nestie in a valley of the 
Eastern Pyrenees, where the heights 
ot Canigou rise above the ancient 
town of Prades. It is part of a 
columned arcade from the ruined 
abbey of St. Michel de Cuxa, char- 
tered, it is said, by Charlemagne and 
built with the Emperor’s money. 

As it stands, overlooking the steep 
decline that is masked by tall apart- 
ment houses rising along upper 
Broadway, with 
motors, the western houndary of the 
«rounds which enshrine it is Fort 
Washington Avenue. This now- 
adays likewise ix a stream of motors 
and is apt to be fringed with the 
perambulators of those who dwell in 
the flats that still march northward 
on all our avenues. 

Here is the outer court or garden 
of the Cloisters of George Grey Bar- 
nard, which, with its treasures, has 
just passed into the possession of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art as a 
gift from John D. Rockefeller Jr., 
who paid Mr. Barnard, in round fig- 
ures, $600,000 for it. The whole 
constitutes a collection of medieval 
art admittedly second to none any- 
where in this country, and probably | 
not even remotely approached.

Collected Bit by Bit 

The fashion in which it was as- 
sembled and the manner in which it 
is displayed are alike out of the ordi- 
nary. und the entire achievement is 
@ monument to the prodigious en- 
thusiasm of an American scuiptor

The 
opening was for an exhibition for the 
benefit of the families of French art- 
ists who had been killed in the furi- 
ous German drives toward Paris, 
which had already cost so many 
lives, though the great war was less 
than five months old.

pilgrimage point for crusaders. 1. 
Guilhem’s Abbey, like that of Cuxa, 
was wrecked in the Revolution and 
the stones which formed it were 
scattered about the countryside ax 
building material or even did duty 
as walls for pigsties. 

The cloister which now adorns the 
building on Fort Washington Heights 
was saved, according to the story, by 
a villager who used it to support his 
grapevines, though it was subse- 
quently allowed to fall into compiete 
disuse and, naturally, suffered seri- 
ous mutilation—as the reconstruction 
shows. By the way, this abbey of St. 
Guilhem ts about as far north of Car- 
casonne—which may serve as the 
centre of Romance of the region—as 
Tardes and St. Michel are south 
of it.

The columns and capitals from St. 
Guilhem, which: are Romanesque. 
support a balcony which, like the 
Cloisters, runs around three sides of 
the building. On the baicony is an 
arcade composed of columns and cap- 
itals from a fifteenth century cloister 
at Trie. These columns are appro- 
priately surmounted by  poli:ted 
arches as the lower range are sur- 
mounted by round arches.

- Even the 
‘im religious light, appropriate to 
the monkish background, is pre- 
served. For, though the modern 
brick building is not lofty and 
vaulted, and is in fact furnished with 
a skylight, a ‘“‘velarium of tawny 
canvas’’ swung beneath it subdues 
the direct rays which fall upon the 
roof and the outer walls are prac- 
tically windowless. 

Off the main interior are smaller 
rooms and- alcoves containing the 
amaller sculptures, enamels and the 


iron work, . There are stairways to 
the balcony and to an upper room 
and a carved puipit. Among the 
treasures from St. Guilhem is a 
large pilaster which Mr. Breck re- 
gards as a ‘‘masterpiece of Roman- 
esque art,’’ instancing the beauty of 
the designs upon it and ‘‘the crisp 
vitality of the carving."’ It is noted 
by another observer that the charac- 
teristic acanthus leaves in other 
capitals vary from the style of the 
Greek, with its sharp spiked effect 
to the more flowing lines of the

plants conventionally treated, and 
monsters in the Gothic manner of 
exuberance, one example showing 
that preferred subject, the Last 
Judgment, with the devil energetic- 
ally chasing the wicked into the 
flames of hell. 

The pictures on these pages con- 
vey more than much writing would 
do of the effect which is produced 
upon those who actually visit the 
place and wander about it. Though 
you are 3,000 miles from Europe, it 
is easy here to fall into the mood 
which lays hold of visitors to ancient 
churches and monasteries in situ— 
where they grow. 

The story of how Barnard came to 


make the collection is as interesting 
in its way as the Cloister itself. 
When he took the place of Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens at the Art League of 
the Academy of Design as teacher of 
sculpture the ‘existing museums 
furnished nothing that would serve 
to show his pupils what he meant 
when he told them that the chisel 
should bring life to the marble 
or stone, placing shadows here and 
there in bewitching notes, spread- 
ing light abroad over the surfaces 
and realizing the old proverb: ‘Clay 
is the life, plaster the death and 
marble the resurrection.’” As he 


put it, ‘‘We were daily and nightly 
storming the height of Greek mys- 
teries and nature’s hidden laws, 
without one marble document of 
Greek or Roman or Renaissance to 
teach the marriage of chisel and 
marbie.’’ 

That was in the first years of the 
present century. He resolved to 
bring back from France, where the 
tradition of the Greek quality lin- 
gered longest, ‘‘a few carved stones 

Out of this resolve grew his fever 
as a collector. He spent many years 
in France while he was working 
upon the groups for that Pennsyl- 
vanig State House out of which grew 
so great a scandal. Since he was 
not a rich man, he wént about pros- 
pecting in Provence and in the Pyr- 
enees country, where the treasures 
of so many ancient religious foun- 
dations, reaching back to the eley- 
enth century and before, had been 
scattered about and turned to com- 
mon uses about peasants’ fields and 
houses and courtyards after the Rev- 
olution set fire to the abbeys or 
otherwise reduced them to ruin. 
That was what had happened to 
Chariemagne’s abbey of St. Michel 
de Cuxa, which was wrecked and 
what was left of it sold by the 
French Government in 1791. A 
merchant beught it. 

Afterward it was sold many times, 
whole or piecemeal. Many of the 


capitals which are now in the range 
set up outside the brick building on 
the heights above Broadway where 
the prams parade were used to prop 
up wine barrels and were bought at 
the rate of 20 francs apiece in the 
days when 20 francs meant $4. Bar- 
nard poked about the villages and 
farms of the Pyrenees country espe- 
cially, with ite extraordinary back- 
ground of Roman conquest and suc- 
cessive invasions from the north and 
the south and its picturesque medie- 
val history, every stage extra-illus- 
trated architecturally. He found a 
little here and more there, and his 
collection grew. 


His Ideas Expanded 


As his collection grew his ambition 
also expanded. Eventually he formed 
the idea of creating here in New 
York his museum of the French art 
of that rich past so that students and. 
the interested public generally might 
get, not a mere hint of what it was 
from a “few stones” carved into 
life, but something like an adequate 
picture of the real thing as travel- 
ers abroad may still get it after all 
these years since the knights and 
abbots and monks were turned to 
dust. 

Barnard built his brick house upon 
what was then a modest plot of 
ground lying along a ridge that was 
still mostly lawns and fields and 


thickets descending steeply to a 
meadow where cows and horses 
grazed. The north latitude is about 
that of 189th Street. Along the 
eastern brow of Washington Heights 
were then stables and barns, severa! 
of which were used as studios. One 
of them was Barnard’s. 


The plans of the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum directors, for the present at 
least, look to the maintenance of the 
Cloisters much as they are, with per- 
haps some carrying further of Mr. 
Barnard’s work of setting up the St. 
Michel remains. The eventual dis- 
position of the collection has not been 
determined, but it would seem to be 
a pity to degrade it to the rank of a 
Mere museum exhibit and a better 
setting would be hard to find.

LUMPY and blistered green

Egypt. It was a statuette of Isis, 
but so heavily encrusted with rust 
that most of the beauty of contour 
and all the detail were gone. Fur- 
ther than that, the goddess was af- 
flicted with the ‘‘bronze disease,” 
a curious infection of ancient art ob- 
jects which causes the metal to dis- 
integrate and fall away in patches. 
After a few days of electrochemical 
beauty treatment the goddess was 
fresh and gleaming, with every 
lineament of her face and detail of 


. headdress restored as the artist had 


formed it. 

More than 600 other unlovely and 
meaningless masses of corrosion 
which have undergone the electro- 
chemical treatment at Columbia have 
resumed their original graceful shape 
and detail dnd emerged as brace- 
lets, pendants, coins, medals, fig- 
urines, lamps, plates or vases. Be- 
fore this method of restoration had 
been perfected, these would have 
heen left as they were or cleaned by 
ehiseling, scraping or strong acid 
washes. These three methods would 
remove detail, or completely destroy, 
some of the crumbling objects that 
‘are now reclaimable by the electrical 
process. 

Dr. Colin G. Fink, Professor of 
Electrochemistry at Columbia Uni- 
versity, with the cooperation of 
Charlies H. Eldridge, developed the

Chemists Discover Bath That Makes Corrosion Reverse 
Itself, Renewing Lumpy Bronzes to Former Beauty 


Directo: of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art. 

Dr. Fink began by using acids to 
eat away the incrustations on an- 
cient bronzes and alloys. He found 
this would not do, because thie acid 
ate away the surface of the object 
as well as the crust. He found also 
that some of the ancient objects 
were all crust—that is to say, all 
the metal had been rusted or cor- 
roded until it ceased to exist in the 
metallic state. Each atom and mole- 
cule of the material had entered into 
new combinations. Dr. Fink deter- 
mined that it was necessary to make 
each atom and molecule retrace its 
steps—to turn the rust or corrosion 
back into the origina! metal. 

It has been established in recent 
years that the rusting and corroding 
of metals is an electrochemical proc- 
ess. The action of chemicals on the 
surface of metals is accompanied by 
minute electrical currents which 
| gradually change the state of the 
‘metal. Iron rusts on this account, 
bronze corrodes and silver tarnishes. 
| It occurred to Dr. Fink that he 
might rehabilitate the corroded ob- 
ject by running through it an elec- 
trical current of opposite sign to

| failures. Electrical and chemical re- 
!action which the bronzes and alloys 
| had undergone in the course of three 
'or four thousand years could not be 
reversed offhand. Repeated experi- 
ments, however, showed that rein- 
tegration could be accomplished. 
Each piece had to be studied and 
given a carefully measured dosage 
of electricity and 
chemicals in or- 
der to force the 
corrosion to re- 
turn to the state 
of pure metal. and 
to take its place 
again in the origi- 
nal structure = of 
the object. After 
much trial, a sys- 
tem of therapeu- 
tics for corroded 
and diseased 


bronzes was 
worked out. 
The museums * 


and private collec- 
tions of the world 
contain tens of 
thousands of 
shapeless and 
meaningless bits of 
corroded metal ar- 
ticles which may 
be reduced to their 
original state, or 
near to it, by this 
process. Its use- 
fulness in histori- © 
cal and archaeo- 
logical research is 
obvious. One of 
its achievements 
so far has been

be a solid irregular lump of metal 
into coins, clearing dates and in- 
scriptions into legibility and render- 
ing the portraits identifiable. 

The process has also done some 
remarkable detective work. Un- 
masking them of their disguise of 
accreted rust, the electrochemical 
bath showed one antique to be a 
lead toy and another to be a fake 
made of type metal. The type-metal 
antique was an able imposture. It 
was a Japanese equestrian statuette 
alleged to be 3,000 years old. It was 
sold to a New York antique dealer. 
for $20,000 and the first instalment 
had been paid. 


Detects Imposture 


The other fake was a toy soldier 
in lead, which had been worked up 
to some extent by a quack artist and 
then coated with a rich green patina 
of copper oxide. It was offered for 
sale to the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art, and the Museum turned it over 
to Dr. Fink for authentication. 
Among the pieces which the Mu- 
seum had purchased or accepted 
from donors, no fakes were detected 
by this process. On the contrary, the 
true antiquity of two suspected ob- 
In his dis-

ing the new process, Director Rob- 
inson calls the results sensational, 
adding: 

*“*We are now well on the way to 
salvaging thousands of bronzes 
which might otherwise have been 
ruined by crude attempts at ‘clean- 
ing’ or which might have been dis- 
carded as worthless.

patination of such objects as may ;

cure or prevention of the ‘bronze . 
disease,” still call for further study, | 
but considerable progress has been ‘ 
made in both. ! 

‘While Dr. Fink and Mr. Eldridge | 
have shown that ancient bronzes | 
can be cleaned and preserved, they 
have demonstrated with equal force : 
that this can be done only by a 
highly trained expert, who, like a' 
physician, watches and deals in-, 
stantly with every symptom that de- | 
velops during his treatment, as 
otherwise his patient may be lost! 
instead of cured. The conclusion is} 
obvious. : 

‘The only way of putting the /j 
knowledge gained by these investi- | 
gations to practical and general use | 
is by the establishment of a. central 
bureau or laboratory, available to} 
the country at large. With the fi-; 
nancial support of one of our great 
foundations, the National Research 
Council might be well equipped to ' 
effect the organization of such an 
establishment, and if its investiga- 
tions were to be extended to other 
materials than bronze, it would be 
of incalculable value in preserving 
our works of art for posterity. Is it

We have 
found that the usual immediate 
cause of the bronze disease is the 
presence of a trace of chloride. and 
the action is primarily electrolytic. 
“The first intimation that the 
object is infected is usually the ap- 
pearance of a few 
fine grains of light 
green dust on the 
hase or platform 
upon which the 
bronze is mounted 
C pon. carefully 
examining the 
bronze object and 
tracing the origin 
of the grains of 
light green dust, 
we find an area, 
often. not larger 
than that of a pin 
head, which is 
rough in appear- 
ance and free of 
all lustre as com- 


pared with the 
Applied rest of the surface 
of the bronze. 
Taking a fine 
needle, we note that the infected 


area is comparatively soft. If 
neglected, the area will grow at a 
more or less rapid rate, depending 
upon conditions such as the presence 
of moisture-in the surrounding air. 

‘‘When a mere speck of lampblack 
or coal soot is deposited on a sheet 
of bright clean copper and the sheet 
exposed to our laboratory atmosphere 
the black speck soon becomes the cen- 
tre of a corroding area. Whether it 
is a trace of sulphurous or sulphuric 
acid originally present in the carbon 
speck that accelerates the corrosion 
of the copper in the immediate vicin- 
ity of the speck, or whether it is a 
trace of one or the other constituents 
of the atmosphere such as ammonia, 
sodium or ammonium chloride, or a 
sulphide which has been absorbed and 
condensed by the carbon speck and 
brought about an accelerated -corro- 
sion, is difficult to determine on ac- 
count of the very minute quantities 
of material dealt with. Only a very 
minute amount of chloride is needed 
to convert a large mass of copper 
into malachite or azurite in the pres- 
ence of moisture and carbonic acid 
as found in the air. 

“‘For combating the bronze disease 
various methods have been suggested 
in the past. A common method is to 
coat the affected part with pitch or 
bitumen, but this is very unsatisfac- 
tory, as it leaves an ugly black spot. 
We recommend the following pro- 
cedure: Clean the affected parts 
thoroughly by the electrolytic method 
described above, using 2 per cent. 
sodium hydrate solution. Then wash 
and dry carefully and apply a mat 
lacquer (cellulose. acetate). ‘This

Cru- 
soe’s domain, which lies almost 
due west of Valparaiso, Chile, is to 
a teurist hotel—built by the 
Chilean Government—and a regular 
steamship service for those who wish 
to follow the jungle trails of Crusce 
and his man Friday. . : 
Daniel Defoe’s masterpiece was 
written with such detailed descrip-. 
tion that the life of his hero assumes 
an actuality in our memory. Though 
off the River Orinoco, he based his 
story on the account of the lonely 
exile efidured by one Alexander Sel- 
kirk, who used to frequent Mark 
’ Watkin’s Red Lion Inn at Bristol, 
clad in goat skins, with a wild look 
in his eye and wondrous tales to 
relate. 
. Selkirk had been sailing master of |: 
the vessel Cinque Ports, but she 
was ill-found and he could -not agree 
with the commander, Captain Strad- 
ling, so was voluntarily landed on 
Juan Fernandez in 1704, arid for four 
years and four months lived in com- 
plete solitude—daily climbing to his 
lookout to scan the horizon for ships. 
One can imagine his feelings as 
day by day he gazed around in the 
hope of rescue, but with never a 
sail in sight, until: 
At length, within hail, he sow @ 
stout sail, ’ 
And he took to hts Uttte canoe; 80; 
gave ls 


Juan Fernandez was discovered by 
a navigator of that name in 1570 on 
a@ voyage from Callao, Peru, to Val- 
paraiso. During most of the year 
the wind blows from the southward 
along this coast, so that in the sail- 
ing ship era it used to take but ten 
or twelve days to run from Chile to 
Peru, but several months to return. 
Fernandez, on: reasoning things out, 
came ‘to the conclusion that this 
wind must be largely influenced by 
land, so he stood away out to the 
westward, where he met with fair 
winds, and incidentally discovered 
this group of islands. On his return 
to Callao the people would not at 
first believe that he had been to 
Valparaiso at all, but when they 
found it to be a fact they accused 
him of witchcraft and threw him into 
the dungeons of the terrible Inqul- 
sition. He was later released on 
ceding to the Jesuits all his rights 
as discoverer. They settled the 
island, but abandoned it in 1596.

EL Procreso, MEXxIco. 
WAS awakened out of sleep at 
6 o'clock by the clanking, 
stamping, hoarse cries. and 
other manifestations which 
ulways indicate to the ocean trav- 
eler that his steamer is in the 
throes of anchoring. At first sight 
it seemed to me that we were an- 
choring in the middle of the Gulf, 
for no land was visible; but a more 
careful survey of the horizon was 
rewarded by the discovery of a low, 
wooded shore fully six miles off in 
the direction indicated by the copper- 
colored hand of a Maya seaman.

Yucatan’s Red Tinge 


I thought at first that he was 
using the word metaphorically, after 
the American fashion, and decided 
in my own mind that he was quite 
right. For Yucatan is nearly as Red 
as Russia. It ig the State where two 
years ago Governor Félipe Carrillo 
y Puerto generously distributed other 
people's land among peons who did 
not want it; where Dr. David Du- 
browsky acted as the official repre- 
sentative of Soviet Russia; where 
Rationalist. schools demoralize the 
children, and the most liberal di- 
vorce laws in the world demoralize 
the parents; where red is so wor- 
shiped that the Governor’s automo- 
bile, as well as all the houses and 
the ancient church of one village, 
are painted that color. 

Yes, there were sharks ashore in

I had seen so many metaphorical 
sharks since I left England that the 
idea of literal sharks never entered 
my mind until I saw the Maya sea- 
men angling for them. It is not 
good sport, but the sharks off El 
Progreso are sO numerous and so 
greedy that sailors like to catch 
them. A very strong fish-hook is 
a and after that a stout 
Piece rope. You must also have 
a strong wire cable connecting the 
hook and the rope, for a rope would 
be bitten through. Next you put a 
piece of meat on the hook and then 
arrange this bait by means of a float, 
or of several floats, so that it re- 
mains suspended some yards under 
the surface and some distance away 
from the ship. 


I had never seen a shark, so that 
my first indistinct glimpse of this 
formidable fish gave me quite a 
thrill. A long dusky shape hovered 
for a second in the vicinity of the 
bait, then sheered off. Soon after, 
when rubbish of various kinds was 
thrown overboard, a dozen or more 
sharks came to the surface and were 
perfectly visible in the. clear blue 
water above which projected, like 
the periscope of a submarine, the 
powerful dorsal fin. Blunt-nosed, 
from four to five feet long, leisurely 
iri their movements, the sharks did 
not look as terrible as I had ex- 
pected. Gamboling playfully within 
half a cable’s length of the boat, 
they certainly did not look as if they 
knew themselves td be terrible. 

One of them opened a cavernous 
mouth and engulfed abruptly a large 
Piece of orange peel which was float- 
ing on the surface of the water. 
The unexpectedly blameless and 
trifling nature of this simple act pro- 
voked a burst of laughter among the 
children on board and at the same 
instant a phrase from Charlies Dick- 
ens came into my head: ‘‘ ‘Let us be 
joyful! Let us be joyful!’ said Mr. 
Chadhand, and he ate a Captain bis- 
cuit."" (‘*‘Don’t you see I'm a vege- 
tarian?’’ said the shark—and he ate 
a piece of orange peel! Thus I at- 
tempted to bring that immortal sen- 
tence up to date.) 

It must be admitted, however, that 
the sharks exercised great self-re- 
straint in regard to the large and 
tempting chunks of raw meat which 
hung suspended in the water, each 
chunk with a steel hook inside it. 
They all approached those baits—but

ster, five feet long, would slowly 
propel itself toward the meat by very 
gentle waves of its powerful tail, but 
close scrutiny of the enticing morsel 
seemed unconvincing, for the shark 
usually melted away unostentatious- 
ly in the blue darkness underneath. 
How many. centuries has it taken 
sharks to suspect food which has a 
piece of string attached to it? I 
don't know, but most of the sharks 
of El Progreso have certainly ‘‘got 
on to’’ that particular form of 
danger. Our first catch was due to 
a bait without a float, which had 
lain for hours on the sea bottom, 
where probably the rope was con- 
cealed by sand or seaweed. 

Fight to the Death 
Now,-in my opinion, a sherk 
spends most of its time lying on the 
sea bottom, motionless, indistin- 
guishable, looking upward with | its 
sharp and cruel little eyes. That this 
is so is suggested by the flatness and 


food, none of which was. afterward 
found in its mouth. 

At the same time it. must have 
begun doing the very worst thing it 
could have done; must have begun 
pulling backward, thus burying the 
hook deeper and deeper in the flesh. 
I thought at the time that the only 
hope for the shark would have been 
to refrain from pulling; to swim in 
the direction of the rope, then to 
stand on its head, turn its tail 
toward the ship, revolve in the 
water and use its tail for the pur- 
pose of tearing out the hook. 

The shark’s captor ‘‘played’’ it 
with admirable skill. He showed 
patience, and allowed it to tire itself 
so much that when it was eventual- 
ly hauled in there was hardly a kick 
left. He allowed it to go very deep 
down, right underneath the boat, in 
fact, and he did not pull too hard lest 
the rope be broken. Then he began 
to pull in very gently and persis- 
tently. We all craned our heads 
overboard, wondering what kind of 
monster he had caught. It was a 
thrilling moment when, deep down, 
the fish came in sight and we could 
see that it was a full-grown shark 
about seven feet long and weighing, 
I should say, 500 pounds. 

At the same moment the shark 
evidently caught sight of us and 
realized what had happened to it, for 
it quickly sank out of sight. When 
it appeared again, alongside the 
boat, the shark was as gentle as a 
lamb; looked almost ludicrous, in- 
deed, with its large blunt mouth, its 
perfect silence and its tameness. 

By gentle waves of tail it even as- 
sisted its captor in pulling it forward 
—though I should hesitate to ascribe 
this action to politeness. I expected 
a mad lashing about, but no such 
thing took place in the water—not 
even when the sailor pulled up the

belly. This particular’ shark must 
have been agreeably surprised to 
find a large piece of meat reposing 
on the sea bottom alongside it; and 
as there was no rope visible to excite 
suspicion, it snapped in the usual 
avaricious way that sharks have. 
Had it nibbled in a gingerly manner, 
like a cat, all would have been well; 
but no, it must needs snap, and the 
same instant felt a sharp twinge in 
the roof of its mouth, a few inches 
from the teeth. That did not, how- 





ever, prevent it from swallowing the

surface, submitting. it to a scorching 
sun and exposing also a belly of 
quite corpse-like pallor. 

Strong as were the rope and the 
book, they would nevertheless have 
been too weak to pull a 500-pound 
fish twenty feet up the side of a ves- 
sel. The fellow’s captar was too ex- 
perienced to make the attempt. In- 
stead of doing so, he lowered a 
strong rope with a noose at the end 
of it, lasso fashion, the line holding 
the fish inside this noose.

It was a delicate operation, and 
the shark drew back as if to prevent 
its being successful.

Nothing could save the cap- 
tive after this; and the second rope 
having been passed over a pulley, 
the huge fish was slowly lifted out of 
the sea and exposed in all its seven 
ghee i i agen als 


passengers. 
Fashioned for Speed 

Seen thus at close range and un- 
able to hit back, it did not look so 
very terrible after all. Its mouth 
was certainly large enough to bite 
off a man’s head, but the small ‘tri- 
angular teeth were not particularly 
impressive. Owing to the soft layer 
of fat about the jaws, the muscular 
strength of those formidable features 
could only be conjectured; but with 
the tail and the fins it was a dif- 
ferent matter. From those one could 
see that here was a fish of prey, 
fashioned expressly for bursts of in- 
credible speed. If I remember cor- 
rectly, there were three sets of fins 
on each side and the same number 
on the back and thé belly respective- 
ly, one above the other. 

As the tail left the water I noticed 
a fish about a foot long run down it 
like a lizard and pause, irresolute, at 
the very tip. I had noticed this type 
of parasite fish before—indeed, there 
were generally two, one on each side 
of a shark—and had marveled how 
they retained their hold when trav- 
eling at full speed.

STRIFE RULES THE RIVERS OF EUROPE 


The Scheldt, Rhine and Danube, Serving Many Nations, 
Have Been Unending Sources of War 


By P. W. WILSON 
ETWEEN Holland and Bel- 
gium a treaty has been signed 
by which is determined the 
control of the Scheidt. It’ is 
a treaty which raises the question 
why this sleepy little river, only 200 
miles long, has for centuries flowed 
black with the ink of statesmanship 
and red with the blood of war. 

There are three diplomatic rivers 
of Europe, broadly speaking — the 
Scheldt, the Rhine and the Danube. 
Why have these rivers been a cause 
of incessant conflict, while rivers of 
vastly greater volume—the Amazon,- 
the Congo and the Mississippi—flow 
peacefully to the ocean? The answer, 
in one sentence, is that the European 
rivers are not national but interna- 
tional. They are cursed by a divided 
sovereignty. 

Take first the Scheldt.. The stream 
rises in France. It flows through 
Belgium and then it enters the North 
Sea by an estuary controlled on both 
shores by Holland. It is an arrange- 
ment which defies natural and eco- 
nomic law. In the use of rivers it 
is a well-known principle that com- 
merce is sea-borne as far inland as 

- possible. For instance, on the 8&t. 
Lawrence, ocean liners reach Mon- 
treal, about 1,000 miles from the 
Atlantic, while on the Yangtze-Kiang 
cargo is discharged at Hankow, no 
less than 680 miles from the river’s 
mouth. It is thus that the Scheldt 
serves the Belgian city of Antwerp, 
a city which is thus dependent 
wholly, as a seaport, on a Dutch out- 
let to the ocean. 


Antwerp’s Odd Position 


In Rotterdam the Dutch have their 
own seaport, a rival of Antwerp. 
And to shut out Antwerp from the 
sea, or at least to limit her facilities, 
has been for centuries an aim of Hol- 
land. In this aim she has been aided 
and abetted at times by Engiand. 
For more than a century prior to 
the French Revolution the Scheldt 
was closed entirely to commerce by 
Britain and the Dutch. And it was 
the declaration of France that the 
use of such rivers is among the 
natural rights of man which was the 
occasion of the outbreak of what 
~ developed rapidly into the Napoleonic 

wars. ; 

Yet even today the rights of Hol- 
land are so well determined-that dur- 
ing the late war an attempt by Brit- 
ain to relieve Antwerp by sea would 


has been the history of the’ Rhine- 
land? Under Chariemagne Europe 
was for a brief period united. What 
we now call France and Germany 
acknowledged one sovereignty, but 
in A.D. 814, exactly eleven centuries 
before the fatal year 1914, Charie- 
magne died and Europe at once be- 
gan to break up. 

Even in those remote days the 
place that mat- 
tered was Verdun, 
and in A. D. 843 
at Verdun there 
was signed a 
treaty whereby the 
descendants of 
Charlemagne par- 
titioned Christen- 

dom, broadly, into 
France in the 


raine. Lothair 
found it impossible 

to defend his corri- 

dor either against 

his kinsman 

Charies of the 
Franks or his kinsman Louis of the 
Germans, and since his day the Rhine 
Valley has been the No Man's Land 
of Europe. Over the river broods 
the spell of <Alberich the dwarf 
when, on stealing the Nibelungen 
ring, he cried, ‘Thus do I curse 
love.’ } :

Antwerp is now a great port, the 
only port of Beigium.

Next take the Rhine, The river 
rises in Switzerland, a neutral State. 
it then flows through the Rhineland 
between France and Germany and 
enters the North Sea through an- 
other neutral State, Holland. What

Even in days comparatively mod- 
ern the fate of the Rhine was uncer- 
tain. King Louis XIV seized Alsace- 
Lorraine and laid waste the Palat-. 
inate, and to the violence of fluctu- 
ating ambitions Ehrenbreitstein, the 
great Gibraltar of Northern Europe, 
frowns over Cobienz a mute witness. 
Nor is the problem of the Rhine yet 


sclved. ‘The Allies occupy Cologne. 
Thirdly, consider the Danube—what 
‘a puzzle do we not have there! 
The source of the river is Germany. 
It flows through Austria. It then 
forms the frontier between Czecho- 
slovakia and Hungary, and next it 
cuts across Hungary into Yugoslavia. 
After becoming the frontier between 
Yugoslavia and Rumania, it divides 
Rumania from Bul- 
garia, and finally 
it becomes entirely 
Rumanian, so 
flowing into the 
Black Sea, which 
has no outlet save 
the Dardanelles, of 
which the sover-. 
eignty, if not now 
the control, is vest- 
ed in Turkey. 

A river intended 
tobe the very fab- 
ric of civilization 
in Eastern Europe 
has been, as it 
were, poisoned by 


in the background 
—seven countries, all of them look- 
ing askance at their neighbors. 

It is true that by the Treaty of St. 
Germain the Danube, fronmr Ulm 
eastward, with her navigable tribu- 
taries, is declared to be an interna- 
tional waterway: In time of peace 
no nation can close the river to other 
nations, but if there were war, any 
ene of s:veral nations might be 
tempted to commit that offense. 


Against such an eventuality there is 
No assured safeguard. 

The Roman Empire regarded the 
Rhine and the Danube not as the 
highways of civilization but as mere 
bulwarks against the barbarian. 
The General Probus built that still 
wonderful ‘‘wall of China’’ which 
connects the Rhine, near Bonn, with 
the Danube, near Ratisbon. And 
Vienna, on the Danube, began its 
career as a Roman camp. The city 
has been in trouble ever since. 

The reason why these three rivers 
of Europe have been symbols of con- 
flict and not of security is thus sim- 
ple. Politics has defied geology. 
Rivers, like trees, are units. Each 
such river, large or small, has its 
basin accurately defined by water- 
sheds. The geographer is able to 
tell you from his surveys that the 
Zambesi drains 800,000 square miles, 


tthe Orinoco, 570,000 miles, and so 


on. The physical map is thus laid 
out on the assumption that all peo- 
Ple who dwell within the basin of a 
river will live as neighbors, sharing 
its resources, whether they be water 
power, irrigation, transit, minerals, 
meadowland, timber or mere loveli- 
ness. That is the rule of the merely 
physical map. 


In the New World 


And in the New World, broadly 
speaking, the rule is acknowledged. 
The River Hudson touches the State 
of New Jersey as well as New York, 
but both States are within one ulti- 
mate sovereignty. So with . the 
States through which flows the Mis- 
sissippi. All who dwell within the 
Valley of the Mississippi can use the 
Mississippi. Even the St. Lawrence, 
although shared by the United States 
and Canada, represents not a com- 
petition for control but a partnership 
in power and transit. 

A divided and subdivided sover- 
eignty over a river is thus bound to 
result- in diplomatic complications. 
And the question has now arisen 
whether it would not be possible to 
place the Scheldt, and indeed the. 
Rhine also, under the control of the 
League of Nations. Both in France 
and in Germany there are financiers 
and industrialists—Stinnes was one, 
Caillaux is another—who have long 
believed that the true policy along 
the Rhine is a partnership which, 80 
far from impoverishing either coun- 
try, would leave both countries the 
richer. 

. The coal of the Ruhr and the iron 
of Lorraine are, after all, essential 
the one to the other. It was by 
wedding coal to iron that England, © 
in the nineteenth century, achieved 
prosperity. At Niagara the same 
water power illuminates Toronto, 
which is British, and Buffalo; which’ 
is American. Why should not the 
latent water power of the Rhineland 
similarly illuminate the Germah' City 
of Frankfort and the French City of 
Paris? It is that cooperation which 
will bring peace to the three diplo- 
matic rivers of Europe.

Floral Marvels i in Color and Form 
Encourage Mass Production

MERICA'S worthy fraternity 
of flower lovers is increas- 
ing yearly, and for very 

reasons. People are 
no longer content to buy flowers—. 
they must grow them. They have 
discovered, moreover, that the gar- 
den given not only bloom and fra- 
grance but mental relaxation and 
harder muscles, and so something 
that was once the cult of the few 
has hecome the pleasure of the 
many. If one wishes further evi- 
dence of this let him go into the 
suburbs Of New York and see the 
masses of color that spring from 
small patches of soil.. Again, the 
nurseryman has brought to a high 
state of perfection scores of the old- 
fashioned flowers that thrived in the 
wardens of long ago and has de- 
veloped new varieties with a lavish 
hand. And all thesé are within the 
reach of every one who has a small 
pilot of ground at his disposal. 
This production of new varieties, 
and of larger and stronger and more 
gorgeous flowers. is one of the nota- 
ble achievements of modern horti- 
culture. By careful selection of 
seeds, by cross-breeding, by cultural 
methods unknown to a former gen- 
eration, humble flowers are snatched 
from obscurity to become new garden 
favorites. It is a process of evolu- 
tion by which man, utilizing the la- 
tent possibilities of nature, turns the 
flowers téward new heights of glory. 


More Gardens Than Ever 


Remarking on the widening popu- 
lar interest in flowers, Kenneth R. 
Boynton. head gardener at the New 
York Botanical Gardens in Bronx 
Park. called ‘‘the increase in gardens 
tremendous."? He had noted that 
**people are moving into the suburbs; 
they have more money to spend than 
formerly and the garden seems to 
offer the most pleasing returns on 
expenditures. They have more time 
now, too, and daylight to devote to 
their grounds. It seems- to me 
Americans have a stronger desire for 
color in their daily lives than they 
used to have, and flowers make an 
appeal like that of music or painting.

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A MEXICAN POMPEII TO BE UNCOVERED 


By HERBERT S. GORMAN 
T the Pyramid of the Sun at 
Teotihuacan, in the Valley of 
Mexico, the scarred earth is 
slowly giving up its secrets to 
the unresting curiosity of man. A 
high stiliness surrounds the spot. In 
the distance loom the dark volcanic 
peaks of Popocatapeti and Istacci- 
huati. Sleepy Mexican towns, Tex- 
coco, with its lake that once 
stretched all the way to the guarded 
heights of Chapultepec; Soapayuca, 
frolo,. Ometusco, San Lorenzo, dot 
the rolling expanse of country, and 
thousands of acres of spiky green 
maguey spread across the landscape 
like enormous checkerboards. 

Below the Sun Pyramid squats the 
toadlike bulk of the Pyramid of the 
Moon, stili covered with grass and 
weeds and yet to give up any secrets 
of the past that it may hold. A mile 
and a half away the little town of 
San Juan, with its dollhouse railroad 
station and its figures moving to and 
fro like tiny puppets, drowses in 
the sun. Mountains ring this valley, 
where, according’ to tradition, the 
great gold god of 
the Toltecs once 
stared mysterious- 

Iy over the curl- 
ing smokes of 
Tolan. 

It was through 
this valley that 
the Conquistadores 
rode in heavy ar- 
mor to thrust 
Montezuma _ from 
his throne. On 
the shores of Lake 
Texcoco the; put 
together the brig- 
antines that they 
had - brought in 
sections through 
the mountain 
passes and set out 
for Tenochtitian. 
Over at Otumba. 
whose wallk are 
visible from the 
apex of the Sun 
i’yramid, Cortez 
sat beneath a tree 
during the Noche 
Triste and wept for 
his slaughtered 
ycandees, War and 
torture and pesti- 
lence have passed. 
time and again. 
through this coun- ° 
tryside that seems 
now so quiet and 
peaceful. 

Reneath the sun- 
xeorched soil that 
stretches away 
toward the duaty 
maguey fields an- 
other world lies 
hidden, a world 
that Concentrates itself in the mys- 
terious and buried City of Teoti- 
huacan.- Here a second Pompeii, 
an American Herculaneum, awaits 
the picks and spadex of explorers 
and reveals itself only in a few 
structures, scattered mounds and 
tumuli, curiously carved walls and 
subterranean rooms. Teotihuacan 
was the abiding place of the gods. 
The name itself (an Aztec word) 
means ‘“‘gods having place.*’ Today 
it is a sleepy and unattractive small 
town, but at one time it was the 
focus point of a dynamic civilization 
that, like the Egyptian dynasties, left 
pyramids and temples for its monu- 
ments. 

Toltec History 

“Part of this civilization (the- last 
part of it, ‘at teast) most authorities 
agree was Toltec; but even before 
Tollan, the realm of the Toltecs,; had 
spread about Teotihuacan, there 
were peoples in the Valley of Mexico 
who had attained to an unusual 
plane of culture. The first Toltec 
downfall has been dated about 600 
A. D. But this nation experienced a 
renaissance about a century later and 
maintained itself until 1064. 

These dates, of course, are open to 
doubt. and. argument, based as they 
are upon mythically tinged dynasty 


the maguey, which now spreads like 
a ring of green conquerors about the 
ruined city, that destroyed Teoti- 
huacan .and its civilization: for the 
Toltecs, not content with thé thera- 
peutic virtues in the sweet sap of this 
agave (sap called aguamiel or honey- 
water), fermented it and made the 
peculiar viscous beer which modern 
Mexico knows as puique, and ruined 
themselves by overinduiging in it. 
The most recent excavations at 
Teotihuacan show two civilizations, 
and, perhaps, vestiges of a third. 
What became of the two great cities, 
built one upon the other and repre- 
sentative of these civilizations, is a 
mystery. - Whether it was fire or 
earthquake or war or puique. that 
reduced them to moldering ruins can 
only be conjectured. Even the dates 
of destruction are guesswork. It is

Important 
archaeological and anthropological 
finds have been made here, and 
much remains to be explored. The 
Temple of Quetzalcoat! is a quadri- 
lateral structure of great size, and 
upon its rear walis are the strange 
carvings representing vague mytho- 
logical tales that prove so engrossing 
to students. 

So much has been done here that 
the visitor gets a very complete idea 
of what the structure once looked 
like. He sees a great court with its 
four axes pointing to the four points 
of the.compass. On cach side of the 
court is a long platform and on each 
platform’ are four small pyramids | 
symmetrically placed. In the centre | 
of the court are two more pyramids, 
and upon one of them, dating from 
the first epoch of civilization, aré 
scuiptufes including the feathered 
snakes surrounded by seashells which 
represent Quetzalchatl. It is possible 
that upon these central pyramids 
human sacrifices were offered to the 
sun, whose symbol stood on the 
greater pyramid. 


Seeing these ruins no one can fail 
to reflect upon how much must tic 
hidden stili in the reticent earth. 
Time swallowed majesty and beauty 
and horror and left no more than the 
barest hints. Deep in the soil a 
world as strange to the modern mind 
as the lost ti t of 
siumbers in fragments. The peon

Roosevelt was a Civil Service Com-|p

Then came Roosevelt. It was ru- 
mored that he would have liked to 
be Assistant Secretary of State.

A man cannot speak 
intelligently on u subject when he is 
ignorant of the rudimentary facts on 
which he speaks.”’ 

Soon after Roosevelt took office a 
newspaper accused him of indulging 
in a mild form of graft. On July 30, 
1889, he issued this comment: “Any 
statement that I have _ received 
money from the Government except 
for my salary and for my legitimate 
travel expenses is a falsehood. To 
be exact, I should use a still shorter 
and stronger word.’’ Thus was be- 
gun the foundation for the celebrat- 
ed Ananias Club. 

His actions amazed Washington. 
One newspaper remarked: ‘‘Presi- 
dent Harrison appointed Theodore 
Roosevelt to a vacancy and immedi- 
ately that flagrant reformer leaped 
into the public gaze cracking his 
ring/ master’s whip. and crying, 
‘Here I am. The band will now begin 
to play and the elephant will go 
around.’ In short, Commissioner 
Roosevelt began to flame like a long- 
tailed comet above the horizon, and 
there he is flaming still.”

Roosevelt later declared of his ef- 
forts in the civil service: ‘‘It is un- 
Necessary to say that in all of our 
dealings there was no single instance 
wherein the politics of any person 
or the political significance of any 
action was so much as taken into 
account in any case that arose. The 
application in political life of the 
degrading doctrine that to the victor 
belongs the spoils produces corrup- 
tion and degradation.” 


Abhorred Religious Intolerance 

He. especially abhorred religious in- 
tolerance. Once a promotion to an 
$1,800 position was to be made in 
the commission and the choice lay 
between two men. One of them was 
finally selected. -That night Roose- 
velt was about to Soard a train. Sud- 
denly the thought occurred to him 
that the person not promoted was a 
Catholic. Some one. he concluded. 
might assume ‘that this had had 
something to do with the decision. 
Re canceled his trip, called a meet- 
ing of the Commissioners and had 
the decision reversed. 

He had a keen sense of humor 
One Washington newspaper had bit- 
terly assailed him. To ridicule him 
it obtained a copy of one of his }et- 
ters and published it with the ques- 
tion: ‘‘Could he pass an examina- 
tion for a position as copyist?’* 

Roosevelt only chuckled. In his 
speeches thereafter he referred to 
the incident as ‘‘an argument for 
the merit system: It shows that a 
Person who cannot write well canndot 
obtain a position where penmanship 
is a requisite, whereas under the old 
spoils system it would have been an 
easy matter. Perhaps I could not 
pass an examination as a copyist. 
but I am not employed as one.’ 

Gradually he won over most of his 
bitterest critics. When the news- 
Paper that had assailed him most 
severely heard that he was about to 
resign it publicly urged him to re- 
consider his-decision. It added: ‘‘He 
is the brains and vigor of the com- 
mission, and it will be a ‘sad day for 
Civil service reform when he steps 
down and out.’ 

In 1885 Roosevelt accepted the po- 
sition of Commissioner of Police in 
New York City. He had given six 
years of faithful, aggressive service 
to the advancement of the merit sys- 
tem, and-had done much to popular- 
ize it. He had served during both 
Republican and Democratic adminis- 
trations and had retained the confi- 
dence of the leaders of both parties.

ROPHECY takes itself serious- 
dy.

The Munn 
coliection, recently installed, contrib- 
utes to the now famous American

cluded in the group of prints and 
hook illustrations. In this depart- 
ment, at least, there is no lack of 
popular appreciation. Since the wing 
was opened the intense interest of 
the public in its collections has re- 
suited in a largely increased attend- 
ance of over 215,000.

The Washington portraits, inter- 
esting as they are to students of 
early American history, are more 
confusing than helpful to the good 
American who, in the spirit of the 
present period, attempts a precise 
visualization of ‘‘the true George 
Washington.’’ H. H. Wells, who de- 
scribed the Munn group for the Mu- 
seum Bulletin when it was first in-

It resembles the full length at 
Philadelphia, but the figures of La- 
fayette and Tilghman are not in the 
latter picture. By conjecture pure 
and simple one might conceive that 
the figure of Lafayette was added 
to a painting designed for France as 
a gesture of courtesy such as were 
frequently interchanged between the 
two countries at that time. 

This is one of the innumerable 
memorial -prints that appeared im- 
mediately after Washington's death, 
and bears the elaborate inscription: 
‘‘In Memory of Washington. This 
Most Illustrious and Much Lamented 
Patriot Died on the 15th of Decem- 
ber, 1799, in the 68th Year of his 
Age after a short Ilineas of 30 hours 
in the full -Pogseasion of all his 
Fame, like a Christian and a Hero, 
Calm and Collected without a Groan 
or a Sigh.” Another print based 
upon the Faneuil Hall portrait by 
Gilbert Stuart carries upon a fes- 
tooned banner, above the execrably 
drawn figure, the words ‘““‘The Ef- 
fect of Principle: Behold the Man.” 
An interesting use of Wright's por- 
trait seems to have been made by 
Mcintyre, who carved an effigy in

Even such fragmentary allusion as 
we have made to this vast subject 
of Washington portraits must indi- 
cate something of. the extent to 
which it could be developed. The 
literature already built upon it would 
occupy several volumes and, if com- 
pletely illustrated, a whole library of 
volumes. Popular interest has be- 
gun to follow that of specialists, and 
forms perhaps the..most encouraging 
sign of health in the American peo- 
ple today. Not, of course, because 
of its historic importance or its es- 
thetic implications—it would be easy 
indeed to make too much of the lat- 
ter—but because a Washington por- 
trait has become to Americans a 
symbol of goodness and power. 


Likeness Doubtful 


In the case of Washington, more 
than any other great man exalted, or 
insulted, by the fine art of portrai- 
ture, the likeness matters’ only a 
little. It is impossible for any of 
us to say which of the ~ortraits 
broadcast over two confifents would 
seem to us most like the sitter if it 
were possible to make the compari- 
son. It is not at all outside the 
bounds of probability that no one of 
them, not even Houdon's bland aris- 
tocrat, would satisfy us or escape 
sharp criticism. These portraits 
serve chiefly to evoke an image not

They call into being for each of us

The dignity of that man lay in the! 


halance of_his qualities; and to keep 
alive in our minds the idea of bal- 
ance and clear, clean thinking by 
referring our idea of Americanism 
to such an example is the important 
thing, not whether sensitive Joseph 
Wright or forthright Charles Willson 
Peale or dexterous Stuart had most 
the knack of getting a likeness.

NUMBER of interesting addi- 

tions have -been made to the 

Summer exhibition at the 
Weyhe Galleries. Etchings, mono- 
types and other prints by Pop Hart, 
a couple of lithographs and a group 
of drawings by Adolph Dehn and a 
group of etchings by the French 
artist Frélaut. 

Mr. Hart's are the most generous. 
They offer what has been gathered 
by constantly alert and amused and 
discriminating vision, bent upon life 
as it passes along. They lack the 
youthful ‘‘econormhy of means” that 
not seldom implies an economy en- 
forced by poverty, instead of the 
stern restriction of abundant re- 
sources. They are filled with softly 
sraded films of tone, with lively or 
gracious or architectonic line, with 


rich suggestions of the third dimen- 
sion, with variety of Interest and 
adult wit and a classic appreciation 
of .generalized forms. The artist 
continually experiments— monotype, 
soft ground, aquatint—but always 
with his eye on the result and not 
for the sake of experiment. 

Observe the “‘Natives and Market 
Boats," the static pose and stateli- 
ness of the woman in the foreground 
come down to buy. no doubt, and the 
Movement and vivacity of the men 
from the boats ‘and the boats them- 
selves instinct with p tial energy. 
‘*Morning.*" epitome of negro lassi- 
tude, splendid with impenetrable 
masses of dark. Finest of all, the 
‘Native Washwomen: Tahiti.” 
}Gauguin nor LaFarge so grasped the 
decorative value of such figures 
largely made and vast in gesture.

headmaster of Calvert Schools; 
“Fifty Books of 1924,"’ arranged by 
the American Institute of Graphic 
Arts; English railway posters, lent 
by John Wesley Brown of Baltimore; 
work by members of the British 
Scribes and Iluminators that is be- 
ing circulated in this country by the 
Detroit Society of Arts and Crafts; 
modern French lipapers, collected 
and mounted by the Minneapolis In- 
stitute of Arts.

Not a Heroic Picture 

It may have been the knowledge 
of that tragedy that gave the for- 
lorn stampede a new. dramatic color 
us we watched. It may have been 
a sentimental memory of better days 
on the wide range: or even a wistful 
image inspired by fictional stories 
of the wild horse herds. 

In such stories, the flight. was al- 
ways a charge of big, clean-limbed, 
powerful and cunning animals. | 
There was a recollection of twenty 
storiex of the one outlaw horse that 
all the cowpunchers of the West 
yearned to possess: of long pursuits; 
of fabulous duels between the lean 
riders and the black stallion with a 
demon mind. 

It was always a big. black stallion 
that looked like an Arab, a_ thor- 
oOughbred out of a racing stable, an 
irish hunter, a renegade cavalry 
charger. He was the chieftain of 
his band and led it with a super- 
equine, if not a superhuman, intelli- 
gence, A poetic dream of a horse, 
with an arched neck, delicate nos- 
triis. velvet flanks. legs of Toledo 
steel, the torso of a Greek statue 
and a mane and tail of midnight silk. 

Sueh horses were not in the de- 
spairing band that galloped across 
the Horse Heaven country as the 
Ota Timer and 1 watched. These 
were the caricatures of horses, 
lashed by an insane panic. Their

The Old Timer knows. Horses have 
been his life since he was old 
enough to walk, which meant old 
enough to ride. We had witnessed 
the passing of the wild horse and, 
with him. another phase in the 
passing of the old West. From these 
herds, in the old days, came the 
mounts for the Western cowboy. 
From them, too, the Indian snaked 
the ponies that he painted for the 
warpath as he painted himself. The 
swift, sturdy mounts of the pony 
express and the horses that pulled 
the stage-coaches knew the law of 
the herd before they knew the law 
of man. From the wild bands the 
old Indian-fighting cavalry was often 
mounted. 

The Horse Heaven country was one 
of the greatest of all the ranges for 
the wild horse. Its rolling land lay 
between the Columbia River and the 
Yakima Valiey, in Washington 
State, with its other borders Wallu- 
la Gap and Bickleton. This was an 
area of about 2,000 square miles. It 
won its name because it was natu- 
rally and particularty a horse range.

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MYTHS ABOUT AMERICAN PRESIDENTS 


. By EDWARD ALDEN JEWELL 


T makes American Pres- 
idents popular? By what 
means, mysterious or pat- 
ent, do many of them gain 

So enormous a foothold in jehe affec- 
tions of Americans from coast to 
coast? 

Professor William Myers of Prince- 


ton University told the New York 


Rotary Club recently that President 
Coolidge, though a type totally dif- 
ferent from that exemplified in ‘Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, yet possesses a re- 
mark-»ble hold on the American peo- 
ple. “Cool, level-headed, shrewd, 
with his rugged New Engiand com- 
mon sense, President Coolidge is as 
much an institution in our lives to- 


- day as a Ford car, Wrigiey’s gum or 
The Saturday Evening Post,"’ 


said 
Dr. Myers. 

There are doubtless thousands of 
men in this country equally cool, 
equally level-headed, equally shrewd 
and revealing in their human rela- 
tionships a corresponding degree of 
common sense. A President is chosen, 
however, as the superlative exém- 
plar. The reason is not far to seek. 
One of sociology’s first laws is thrift; 
and a President is found automatical- 
ly endowed, before his special virtues 
are examined at all, with an asset of 
prestige such as must be sought in 
vain elsewhere. 


Magic in the Title 
“When President Coolidge stepped 
off the train the other day in St. 
Paul he was greeted by dense 
throngs, and thousands gazed for the 
first time in their lives upon a Chief 
Executive. There is magic in the 
term Chief Executive. It summons 
and stirs and satisfies. This is what 
sociology means by thrift: a mechan- 
ism of least resistance, whereby the 
fires of race patriotism may be legiti- 
mately and most capably fed. 

The United States perhaps excels 
ancient Greece in genius for creating 
myths—a word here used in its larg- 
est sense. By myths—call them 
symbols, if you prefer—we live; by 
that intellectual or rather spiritual 
exercise which one of Ibsen’s char- 
acters ‘styles ‘‘the life illusion." 
Mosaics th Ives, piece 
by piece, out of living acts and qual- 
ities and dreams. 

It is about our Presidents that the 
most potent myths are woven; not 
fictions, however pleasing: not 
mere historicél exaggerations, but 
rather a dramatization of personality 
such as will further the cause of ag- 
gregat: loyalty and help weld mil- 
lions into a harmonious national unit. 

Nor should it be inferred that we 
go about this matter deliberately. 





We do not, ourscives, go about it at 


all. The myths or symbols grow up 
among us irresistibly, really driven 
te being by an urge resident in mass 
consciousness.’ A kind of sublimated 


press agentry is here detected at 


work; not product of one man’s in- 
genuity, but of many men's instinc- 
tive need, 


To stem or encourage this current 


a President is, himself, incapable. 
Whether he will or no, forces beyond 
his control, yet of which he is a part, 
have seized upon him for purposes 
that, as a rule, can be fully gauged 
only later on. A President has mere- 
ly to live his own life, in his own 
way. Already, from the hour of in- 
auguration, he is the focal point of a 
new heroic myth. 

The unseen spinner, wise and un- 
hurried, takes such material as comes 
to hand, and, guided by traits, 
though not restricted by them, fash- 
ions fresh garments in which the na- 
tional creed goes forth adventuring 
on its way. 

As Professor Myers further re- 
marks, Americans who have become 
recognized as outstanding leaders 
each in turn personifies “general 
characteristics,"’ — at the 
same time individuality requisite to 
leadership. Individuality is a virtue 
in which all men share. But it is 
primarily upon the rock of “general 
characteristics” that these symbols of 
a race are founded. We are pro- 
foundly stirred by those universal 
exhibitions of character that, seized 


themselves to the process of evolving 
race ensigns. 

Then there are degrees of service- 
ability in the myths which become 
our heritage. The cherry-tree de- 
vice, belonging to the Washington 
legend, while pointing a moral of 
truthfulness, has taken on a more or 
less humorous aspect. What seri- 
ously and deeply appeals to Ameri- 
cans when they turn to George 
Washington is the fact that he is 
called the Father of His Country. 
Myths of greater or lesser sover- 
eignty have sprung from each Ad- 
ministration since America, as a na- 
tion, was born. Some of them were 
so peculiarly wedded to an unevent- 
ful era that they have not been hand- 
ed down. Others are glowing, im- 
perious, eloquent. Perhaps not more 
then six or eight Presidents have be- 
come, in the myth sense, immortal. 
Jefferson had entered the myth 
ranks of the deathless ere his Presi- 
dency, through authorship of the 
Declaration. Monroe lived in a Doc- 
trine. Lincoln’s freeing of the slaves 
is a first-class symbol, because the 
Proclamation, even when viewed by 
adverse critics as political expedi- 
ency, is inextricably bound up in the 
noble ideal of Union. 

Martyrdom is in itself sufficient 
seed for the Presidential myth. By 
his death we remember Garfield. 
Lincoln's tragic taking off came, of 
course, as climax to a career already 
rich in race veneration. The same, 
in lesser degree, applies to McKinley, 
who had strongly established himself 
as an embiem of championship. 
President Cleveland, who served 
in all so many years, if distinguish- 
able by no symbol electric or galvan- 
izing, yet lived in an investiture of 
great popular affection. His tenure 
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tional, much that was quietly sound 
and progressive. He and Taft are 
sometimes spoken of as comparable 
national leaders; together with the 
late President Harding they ap- 
pealed upon a myth plane of good 
nature, benevolence, human kindli- 
ness. 

Theodore Roosevelt supplied the 
symbol weaver with an almost bound- 
less wealth of material. This man, 
through whom we first definitely 
knew ourselves to be a ‘‘strenuous’’ 
people, fairly bristled with banner, 
siogat:, example. ‘‘Fear God and 
take your own part’’ synthesized the 
Rooseveltian principle of life, and, by 
inevitable process, came to be ac- 
knowledged generally as the Ameri- 
can principle of life. 

Coming to Woodrow Wilson, what 
people see as indicative .of his place 
in American history is a flaming | ine 
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fought “democracy's fight.’’ A pecu- 
liarly high degree of mysticism— 
which, after all, springs, when it is 
authentic, from a source of common 
consciousness—is discovered at work | Pe 
in Wilson’s mind.

ILAN Is in certain ways the 

greatest city in Italy. It lias 

finally outstripped Naples in 

population. It is Italy's 

richest, busiest, most modern city. 

Rome and Florence and Venice hold 

Milan in small esteem from the his- 

toric ‘and artistic points of view, but 
look up to her commercially. 

The busiest spot in Milan, the spot 
that corresponds to Times Square in 
New York, the Red Square in Mos- 
cow, Trafalgar Square in London, is 
“La Galleria,” of which Milan is 
justly proud, for there is no other 
spot in the world quite like it. 

Imagirie all the buildings around 
Times Square cut down to the same 
height, and Broadway and the side 
streets covered with a glass arched 
roof; then place little tables and 
chairs in front of numerous, cafés 
and restaurants, and surround the 
tables with light-hearted -people 
drinking, eating and chatting while 
Ppromenaders stroll back and forth, 



















































































It is the centre of all Milan. It is 
almost abreast of that very marvel- 
lous lacelike cathedral, it connects 
the thriving shopping districts, is a 
near neighbor of the best hotels, is 
only a stone's throw from La Scala 
Theatre, and is always crowded. A 
panorama of people passes before you 
as you sit sipping vermouth or beer 
or Scotch. What. differences in 
dress; what extremes of taste; what 
a confusion of tongues! 


The Crowd at the Tables 


At the table next are two girls with 
lips as crimson as a Cardinal's cap.

BRITISH EMBASSY GIVE Ss 
_ WAY TO MARCH OF TRADE 


HE British Embassy Building, 
for years one of the architec- 
tural ornaments of the Ameri- 
can capital, has been sold. 

Its Connecticut Avenue neighbor- 
hood, once secluded, is in the path of 
the advancing commercial zone, 80

Entering through these doors the 
imaginative visitor feels as if Alad- 
din had just rubbed his lamp.

You come from the 
rush and clamor of American busi- 
ness life. The portal closes and 
you stand in an atmosphere of royal- 
ty, majestic and magnificent. 

At the back of the great reception 
hall, carpeted in dark blue velvet, 
just in Iine with the main entrance, 
a tremendous staircase of the Tudor 
period ascends in the backgrdund— 
the type of stairway up which the 
dashing Queen Elizabeth enjoyed 
riding her horse. But at the tep of 
this one is a full-length life-size por- 
trait of the dignified Queen Victoria, 
seated, gazing down serenely as if 
awaiting homage. 

At the left are three drawing 
rooms, the last the ballroom, and 
everywhere are portraits of kings 
and queens. One feels the accumu- 
lated imperial power of centuries. 


ward dominates the entire establish- 
ment, as seen in the ballroom 
through the vista of wide centre 
doorways. He stands forth with 
sceptre in extended hand. The deep 
shadows of the background, with 
only a suggestion of a column, em- 
phasize the brilliant figure in scariet 
coat and velvet, ermine-trimmed 
robe thrown back and held by heavy 
gold cord and tassels. 

Opposite is his Queen, in gown of 
dull gold crépe, a role of purple vel- 
vet hanging from her shoulders. 
On the table at her side rests the 
British crown on a_ cushion | of 


head crowned with golden hair. The 
velvet rug in this room was made in 
1851 for the Crystal Palace recep- 
tion, when Queen Victoria received 
the delegates at the International 
Peace Conference, designed to pre- 
vent future wars. The date of the 
rug is inscribed in Roman numerals 
in the centre, in medallion effect, 
on a ground of old blue, a soft rose 
hue extending around the outer de- 
sign, with outside a deep border of 
conventional pattern in rich mingled 
colors, and a final edge of white 
and two shades of old gold. 

. Here one sees the grand piano, the 
furniture in green satin and gilt, 
erystal and gilt chandeliers suspend- 
ed from the ceiling, and curtains of 
light green brocade. The first draw- 
ing room is more formal; stone-col- 
ored rug, relieved by smaller rugs of 
warmer hue, the curtains of heavy, 
dark gréen velvet draped over écru 
net. The furnishings of the centre 
room are somewhat Frenchy, with 
tapestry medallion design on the 
cushions and gold framework. 

All about are objects of senti- 
ment and art. A bronze medallion 
on a little ebony table, typifying the 
British participation in the World 
War, is inscribed, ‘‘Offensive Brit- 
tanique, 1917," and bears the eager 
countenance of a young British sol- 
dier behind fixed bayonet on one 
side and the British lion, rampant, 
on the other. There are many beau- 
tiful pictures 6f celebrated people; 
one of the Queen of Spain. Another 
picture,: an ideal photograph with 
bent -head end pearis around the 
throat, bears the inscription, ‘To 
Lady Howard, with grateful thanks, 
Marie."’ 

The Ambassador's study, at the 
right of the reception hall, is spa- 
cious and eloquent, and here also is 
a profusion of objects of sentiment 
and art. One contrasting note stands 
out: a picture of Abraham Lincoln, 


in black and white, sharply defined | 


in profile, giving an effect of detach- 
ment. 

The word ‘“‘Chancery”’ is inscribed 
in bas relief outside over that part 
of the house devoted to diplomatic 
business. And at the back. of the 
grounds are the embassy offices, 
newly erected in the years of the 
war. They are for utility merely. 
Here one sees stalwart young Eng- 
lishmen passing back and forth be- 
tween house and offices. 

It is said that the new embassy 
will be constructed upon less spa- 
cious lines. Cramped quarters will 
never convey the suggestion of 
power and of far-flung empire that 
one feels in the old embassy house. 
It would seem that the world is los-

But 
the music of Bizet, written, to my mind, 
with the purpose of elevating the libretto 
to a larger external festival brilliancy, 
may ‘be a mistake of Bizet, but I have 
no doubt that he wrote his score on the 
plot of the love. between Carmen and 
José, that he wrote it as an ingenious 
grand opera—an unusual grand opera, 
but after all a grand opera.

These include 
factories and industrial plants that have 
been designated fer service in‘ time of 
war. The thousands of gkilled special- 
ists whose services woyld be needed in 
“wartime have so far as possible been en- 
rolled in, the Organized Reserve. 

Among such officers are heads of cor- 
Porations, industrial plants, factories, 
elothing makers and so on. Othera who 
could ‘be of servive in time of war have 
also been commissioned in the Reserve 
Force. Police Conimissioner Enright 
himself is a Colonel in‘ the Reserve 
Army. :

Fleas are natural boxers, born pugilists, 
for they will fight to the death any time, 
it is said, if not separated. It may have 
‘been this quality that attracted Parlia- 

‘gent. The male flea will not work and, 
i when closely confined, soon dies. So 
most ofthe performing fleas are females, 
Reports of these performances given in 
Burope would show them to be most 
elaborate, with miniature golden furni- 
ture and other stage fittings of great 
elegance: 

Such a performance waa one hight 
ordered for the amusément of the royal 
family of a small German State. Tiny 
fleas dressed as celebrities went through 
their pantominic turns without 4&. mis- 
take, fought duels and hauled chariots 
many times their size. Finally, the ex- 
hhibitor appeared to be a bit anxious. 
He peered vaguely ‘about. The show 
Btopped/ The flea Napoléon, it trans- 
piréed, was missing. It-was believed that 
Wapoleon had taken refuge with one of 
the Princesses;_ So the lady obligingly 
retired 4nd soon returned with the phi- 
Jandering one. But, alas, it was: not 
Wapoleon. It was another flea. 


The “Educated” Fiea, 


Scientists are skeptical of the existence 
of an educated flea. According to 
naturalists, fleas: have smaller brains 
and fewer nervés—qualities considered 
important in all artists—than other in- 
sects. Likethe magician’s tricks, those 
af the flea have been stripped somewhat 
of wonder by the. literal-minded: 

So first of all his trainer puts him into 
@ revolving glass bowl; where he jumps 
about briskly and incessantly. But réal- 
fzing af length the futility thereof—his 
atrength exhausted and his spirit broken 
‘she settles quietly down as the glass 
Stops revolving.

“Without Evolution, Pessimism. 


During our lifetime there has been ¢ 
change in public opinion in the minds 
of the world, and that change is rep- 
resented to. us by the word.“‘evolution.’

**Scientiftfe Legends.’’ 


It was not until the year 1790 that it 
existed in the world in non-metaphysical 
form. Before thén it was ‘the metaphys- 
ical theory, and was associated with a 
great number. ef legends, some ' ‘poétic 
and beautiful, .somie horrifying. But 
nevertheless, in.that year, it -suddenly 
came out of the metaphysical stage and 
came into the sciéntific stage. It.came 
down to earth, and came down at'a time 
when the legends attached to the meta- 
physical» theory—when the forms in 
which the metaphysical: theory - was 
taught—had become incredible. 

Now I guard myself agaitist «saying 
that they were incredible or credible. ‘I 
can only say that it is a matter of .sim- 
ple history that with certein forms of 
theory, certain: bodies. of thought, pre- 
sented in a. certain way, find quite ready 
crédence among men—not by any: means 
through the operation of their reasoning 
faculties, but possibly. merely: because 
they get tired of the ‘old. form, 

They find. that. they -are- unable. to 
believe the legends they believed before, 
and I think you may take it that in 
1790, when evolution was; - I. should 
say, discoveréd—when it came out. of 
the metaphysical. form and came. into 
the ‘modern scientific. form—at -that.time, 
also, all the legends attached to the 
metaphysical form ceased .to be crediblic, 
and -we attached to the coricept of evo- 
lation..a_ number’ of legends which. we 
are please ‘to call scientific. ; 

When I am confronted with some of 
the older forms of the theory of evolu- 
tion in its metaphysical formp.I do not 
believe ‘them. I do not. tell: you. they 
are unreasonable; I do not tell you they 
are more unreasonable than many things 
I do believe. But I. do beljeve.the 
theory of ‘evolution to a great extent, 
as it is now™presented to us. 

Not “Natural Selection.” 

In the book of Mr. Belloc which I have 
mentioned, the only reference he makes 
to evolution is when he speaks of Dart- 
win’s - announcement. Well, there. of 
course I am heartily on the side of Mr. 
Belloc. It is a little hard on Darwin, 
but you will all understand by, my. in- 
pistence. on the date; 1790, that when I 
speak of evolution, f am not speaking of 
what Darwin édlled-‘‘natutal selection.”* 
That was really a reaction against evos 
lution. YI should not’ call ‘it Darwin's 
announcement, because it is only an an- 
nouncement in so farfas it is presented ‘as 
evolution. [tis not evolution.’ But 
nevertheless a great deal of change and 
modification ‘does occur’ in the -- world, 
and will occur, by the method of: natu- 
ral selection. 

It is a chapter of aceidents. But we 
will Ieave it on one side. and come’ back

He 
proposes ‘to make it ‘@ criminal offense 
for ahybody to acquaist childrén in the 
schools—and ‘also, probably, adults “in 
adult schools—with the theory of evohi- 
tion in its modern’ scientific form: 

There, of course, you get at once @ 
strong difference bétwéen' myself and 
Mr. Bryan. And if I had Mr. Bryan 
here instead of Mr. Belloc, there would 
be no. confusion between ‘our: ideas, and 
I would quite frankly tell hirn that what 
he .called . Fundamentalism ‘I called .In- 
fantilism, in the pathological sense¢; .and 
that I regarded the holding back of the 
knowledge of modérn*evolution ‘from the 
children as a’ gross violation of the 
rights of children, ‘and ‘that I’ regardjthe 
desire to do -that as part of the dogma 
of a blockhéad. 

America sends wus -our ideas ag it 
sends us its cinema shows:* And you 
will find that presently this controversy 
will come over here, and. you will prob- 
ably have British Fundamentalists: as 
well.as American Fundamentalists, and 
the issue will be joy. 

Imaginary Debates. 

Therefore I want to say that if you 
compare that clear issue. which d-be 
debated with any- possible issue that 
could arise between: Mr, Belloc—who 
calis himself a Catholic—and I—who am 
a Protestant—I think’ you will at” once 
see that, somehow or éther, the state- 
ment -that Mr. Belléc ‘is'a Catholic and 
I a Protestant means. nothing at all.

NIGHT AIR MAIL AIM 





By HOWARD MINGOS. 
HEN officials of the Postof- 
fice Department ‘open the new 
night air mail sefvice j/hetween 
New. York and “Chicago .on 
July 1 they e: t to prove 
conclusively that airplanes can-he flown 
on a schedule over: mountains» and 
through valleys in: darkness, storm and 
fog, carrying héavy cargoes. at an daver- 
age speed of 100 miles an hour. ‘They 
have laid out an aerial highway extend- 
ing 754 miles’ between the two cities and 
over this: rotte they hope to operate the 
mail .planes with the regularity of ex- 
press trains, but with twice their. speed. 


The service is designed , primarily to 
transport vast quantities of- business 
mail between the two centres in a single 
night. Letters and parcels mailed. at 
the close of the ‘business.day wil]. be 
delivered at the other end of the route 
early the next: morning. :To accomplish 
this the dePartment has, spent about 
$500,000 on a-new kind of highway, the 
first to be created over mountains here 
or abroad, 

Along ~ this -route Reachins' will flash 
from-mountain tops,’ valleys and. plains, 
forming a weritable pathway of light 
over. which ‘the pilots will guide their 
planes between the terminals and ‘inter- 
mediate stations. These stations .cor- 
respond to the division yards of a raii- 
road. They are located. at Bellefonte, 
Pa.; Cleveland and Bryan, Ohio, and 
are equipped Jike the terminal fields.

The three Admirals whd at various 
times commanded: the “Great ‘White 
Fleet” on {ts circumnevigation of the 
Globe: were*Robley D. Evans—‘‘Fighting 
Bob” of Spanish War fame—Charies 8. 
Sperry and Charles M. Thomas. That 
fleet-weached Auckland on Aug. 9, 1908. 
It t a week there and then a week 
each at Sydney and Melbourne. It was 
not the first American naval fléet to 
visit Australia. According toa Sydney 
newspaper, the first and only other one 
called there in August, 1838. It cdn- 
sisted of seven sloops of war, the 
largest, the -Vincennes, being of 1,700 
tons. The fleet was commanded by 
Commodore Charles Wilkes: It went to 
Australia “én an expeditionary trip to 
the South Seas.’’ 

The first stop of thé present fleet, 
which will leave’ Hawali as a single 
unit, will be at Pego Pago, Samoa, 
where on an tsland under’the Americar 
flag..we -have‘a naval station. There 
the {leet -will divide into two detach- 
mehts, one proceeding under Admiral 
Coontz to Melbourne and to Welling- 
ton; the other, under Admiral Robison, 
going. to Sydney. portions of the fleet 
remainitig- in the harbors of ‘each for 
about a week. 


The fleet will start back on Aug. 26 


and 25, yosseenbiihg again as a single 
unit at Pago Pago-on Aug, 80.. It will 
then proceed to Honolulu, thence ta San 
Diego, where the: Summer exercises will 
come to. an end on Sept. 19. ‘ 

Brief stops. are. to be made by units 
of the fleet at several places in the 
course of the cruise, including Tahiti 
and the Marquesas Islands.

There was published in-Japan recently 
a statement that the Japanese Govern- 
ment had refused to, permit the fleet 
to visit any Japanese port. . The truth 
of this Was denied, however, by both the 
Japanese and.

While Japanese officiats 
have spoken approviggly of the Amer- 
iean Navy’s activities at Hawaii and of 
the.trip to. Australie, there has. been 
some evidence of popular resentment-in 
that country. This is believed by Wash-

For ex- 
ample, he was,accused, and is now to 
be tried, on the score of advising men 
reaching mflitary age not to present 
themselves for service, of speaking vio- 
lently against the King ‘and the exist- 
ing Constitution, of propagandizing for 
a separate Croat Peasant Republic; of 
negotiating. with foretgn enemiés of the 
the State, and so on.

_London in the hope of interesting those 
two capitals in ‘his campaign for. a 
Croat Republic. He failed, and his“sub- 
sequent -action -in-going.-off. to. Moscow. 
seems a gesture of bravado more than 
anything else. It was as! though he 
shouted: “The West refuses to inter- 
nationalize the Croat question. Very 
well, I’ll show how dangerous a man 
I am, because the East will.” 


Croatia Not For Moscow. 


This sort of reasoning would be quite 
in keeping with Raditch’s -impulsive 
character. In the course of his. career 
he has been in turn a demonstrative 
anti-Magyar (he earned his very first 
prison sentence, long. ago, by insisting 
on using the ‘forbidden Croat language 
in the Zagreb railway station), a fervent 
protagonist of the Hapsburgs (he wrote 
an ode to the Emperor during the war), 
@ declared friend of the <entral Powers, 
a declared friend of the Allies, a sup- 
porter of the proposed unified Yugo-

slav State, its opponent, and lately a 
negotiator with various foreign Govern- 
ments and agencies usually considered 
its enemies. 


He proclaimed himself some time ago 
for Croat independence, but afterward

| est pronouncement, read to Parliament 
‘ by his nephew, accepts the Karageorge- 
*vitch dynasty and the present Constitu- 
| tion and repudiates Moscow. ‘There are 
(even indications that he may join 
Pashitch in forming a Coalition Cabinet. 
, This is a man of too many whims, too 

| violent contradictions, . to become any 
“one thing very afrongly for very long— 
in particular, a faithful servant of as 
exacting and persistent: a machine as 
that operated from Moscow. 

N Raditch’s Bioff Failed. 

No, Raditch is not a Bolshevik. He 
simply thought he could bluff and ex- 
ploit Moscow, just:as Moscow doubtless 
thought it could bluff and exploit him. 
In this’he failed. No one of ‘his as- 
sociates will eay that it was not a grave 
mistake for. him to have meddled in 
Soviet intrigues. He is an agitator,.an 
organizer, a popular haranguer.of the 
first order; but. he is not, as his closest 
adherents wryly admit in private talk; 
@ politician or statesman, “Had Hié ‘been 
either .he' would now. be the chief of a 
united and powerful Opposition, or pos- 
sibly head of the Yugoslav Government, 
able to make by regular parliamentary 
means. the changes in the Constitution 
which he is supposed to regard, in many 
instatices with no little reason, as likely 
to. promote the welfare of the whole 
State. 

Though Raditch is not a politician, and 
though many of the questions stressed 
in his propaganda are not political, the 
strife in which his partisans have been 
and still are engaged is almost entirely 
political. In the light of the latest events 
at Belgrade there can no longer be any 
question on this score. We see now that 
the wrangling which has been in’ pro- 
gress these last years between Serbs and 








Croats does not strike at the foundations 
of the State, and, apart from the con- 
tingency, of a general European confla- 
gration, does not seriously endanger na- 
tional unity. In Croatia, therefore, Mos- 
cow seems destined to disappointment in 
{ts hope of introducing an era of sec- 
tional warfare which would play: into its 
hands, ~ 
Greek Communism. — 


‘ In Greece the Third International has, 
for once, a better opening than the 
Soviet Foreign Office, for Greek com- 
munism feeds on class conflict more 
than on regionalism or separatism. The 
Greek Communists ~(to° whom former 
Premier Papanastasion. was accused of 
showing favors by his refusal to sup- 
press strikes ahd by ignoring insubordi- 
naté manifestations in the army) include 
railway and dock workers, tobacco fac- 
tory. workers, ex-soldiers who -served 
through the demoralizing.campaigns. in 
Asia Minor, and in general the forlorn 
elements in the heterogeneous horde of 
refugees from Turkey, among them not 
a few Armenians and Circassians. _ 

If the condition of Greece gradually 
improves, and particularly if (due in 
considerable part to American efforts) 
the refugee problem is worked out, the 
effectiveness. of communist) propaganda 
will probably tend to “diminish: In any~ 
case, there are.no traces of junism 
in the purely countfy districts of Gréece,. 
nor do there seem to be any peasant 
leaders. of influence playing Moscow's’ 
game for their own ends. 

In one part 6f Greece, however, Mos- 
cow is following the tactics which it 
pursues in Bulgaria and Yugoslavia, 
Saloniki, where there is a large Jewish 
population and where refugee misery 
has centred, has for some time heard 
talk about autonomy for Macedonia and 
Thrace. Agents of Moscow have en- 
deavored to link up this movement with 
Macedo-Bulgar activities against the 
present rulers of both Sofia and Bel- 
grade. The Greek Macedonians, how- 
ever, are not particularly keen to become 
a tail to a Bulgarian kite (autonomous 
Macedonia would almost inevitably be 
dominated by the Bulgarian revolution-

Peasant Discontent in Rumania, 


Apart then from the former Russian 
province of Bessarabia, which borders 
Soviet territory. and /hence has special 
problems. and is the scene of special 
communist activities, Moscow has not 
found much opportunity for setting one 
section of Rumania against another: At- 
tention has, therefore, been turned of 
late to the peasants, who constitute be- 
tween 80 and 90 per cent. of the popula- 
tion, 

It will be remembered that a division 
of the large Rumanian properties was

'N the middle of a bleak March night 

of1780 a ‘courier from Versailles 

rode into the Rue du Cherche-Midi, 

Paris, and halted at the door of 

Lieut. Gen. Jean-Baptiste’ Donatien 
de Vimeur, Comte de Rochambeau. 
There he delivered a summons bidding 
the Comte attend his master, Louis XVI, 
at. Versailles. Obeying the order, Ro- 
chambeau learned that he had been 
chosen pe qygarrm the- forces of his 
Majesty “that were to be sent immedi- 
ately ,to aid the American Colonists in 
their fight for independence. 

Though allies for two years, Franco- 
American relations in the Spring of 1780 
were unsatisfactory. The French ex- 
pedition under d’Estaing had been worse 
than a failure, sincé the misunderstand- 
ihgs issuing ‘from its tactics had bred 
ill-feeling. In May, 1779, “Washington 
had written that the American situation 
was most alarming owing to the depre- 
ciation of the currency—a Continental 
dollar was then worth about.2 cents— 
the extinction of public spirit and want 
of harmony in council. Matters were 
just about as bad as they could be, 
short of absolute collapse. 

In this complicated emergency the 
choice of the leader of the new French 
expedition was of utmost importance. 
The French commander in América must 
possess at least three qualifications for 
the position. First, obviously; he must 
be a capable soldier, able to handle his 
men independently and as auxiliary to 
the forces of Washington: Rochambeau’s 
military record vouched | — for this 
ability. 

Skilled Soldier and Diplemat. 

Rochambeau, born July. 1, 1725, and 
swepved from the priestly. vocation by 
family considerations, had seen _thirty- 
nine years of active military service 
before that night when Louis XVI sum- 
moned him, At 16 he had_learned his 
trade under Saxe; when 22 he had com- 
manded the famous Auvergne regiment— 
“Auvergne sans tache”’—the “Spotless 
Auvergne.. He had ridden. through 
Klostercamp’s bloody field, and it had 
been-his task to cover the retreat from 
Minden. , 

But ‘the ‘imarieeds crisis required in 
the French leader, after military skill, 
diplomacy anda quite exceptional tact, 
a capacity to deal with a difficult state 
of affairs that had been complicated 
by misconception: and misunderstanding. 
The man must be strong, enough ;to 
entertain independent: views, yet diplo- 
matic. enough ‘to hurt .no § feelings 
thereby.. There was ‘a third require- 





‘ment The French commender who

‘would succeed in America must be 
broad-gauged, a missionary of good- 
will, able to understand and make al- 
lowances for a people who were, in the 
main, blunt, outspoken; 
slow to take offense, quick to dispose 
of mischievous incidents. 

In ‘selecting’ Rochambeau the French 
King and Ministry: had in mind these 
requirements, and they made no mis- 
take in their choice, as events provéd, 
Férsen in his diary speaks of Rocham- 
beau as “‘tbhe only man capable of com- 
manding us here.’” De Ségur, also a 
member of the expedition, says that 
Rochambeau seemed ‘‘to have been pur- 
posely created to understand Washing- 
ton and: be understood. by him, ‘and to 
serve with republicans,’’ 

A Picturesque Army. 

As to the military task of Rochambeau, 
never a more picturesquely distinctive 
army. ever assembled than that which 
disembarked at Newport, pe I., in July, 
1780. It was as coldérful in personality 
as in unfform—Chastellux, the’ French 
Academician; de Lauzun, gayly; gallant 
Don Juan of the newer time ; De Broglie, 
de Ségur and the Pole Kosciusko. 
Bougainville, Talleyrand, Mirabeau, 
Saint-Simon, Barras and’ many another 
name that ¢ither was or would - be 
shrined in ‘history—the Deux-Ponts

The majestic figure of 
the General mounted upon a horse, be- 
Meath the wide-spreading branches of 
tthe patriarch. tree; the multitude throng- 
ing the plain around, and the houses 
filled with interested spectators of the 
gcene, while the air rang with shouts 
of enthusiastic welcome as he drew his 
Sword and thus declared himself the 
Rommander-in- Chief of the tera seree 


This diary Mr. Batchelder guidiatii has 
Deen proved a clevef literary forgery. 
written forthe centennial anniversary 
volume, “‘The Cambjidge of 1776.” Its 
phraseology is,’ the disputant declares, 
“obviously modern and full or inaccu- 
racies,’’ 

“Fortunately we have, plenty of rec- 
ords—legislative, military and. civil—by 
™men and -.women,’’ Mr. Batchelder’s 
Statement .continues. ‘‘What can wé 
fairly infer from them? 

“It is appropriate to start with those 
ef the Provincial Congress of Massa- 
Chusetts, the ultimate authority in the 
military as well as the civil. affairs of 
the province. Apparently. a good. deal 
worried by John Adams’s letter and 
similar suggestions, they held a num- 
ber of anxious debates on the subject 
of Washington’s reception. A. committee 
Was appointed; their, report was tabled, 
taken up again, amended, and finally, 
on June 26, a formal resolve was passed. 

“The house of the President of Har- 
Yard College (Wadsworth House) as the 
most dignified in town, was, except. one 
foém ‘reserved for the owner, to. be 
‘taken, cleaned, prepared and furnished 
for the reception of General, Washing- 
ton and General Lee.’ General Ward 
Was’to be officially notified of the ‘ex- 
pected early arrival’ of these digni- 
taries, so that he ‘may give such orders 
for their honorable reception as may ac- 
cord with the rules and circumstances 
ofthe army, .and. the respect due to 
their» rank, without, however, any ex- 
pense of powder, and. without taking 
the troops off' from the necegsary at- 
tention to. their duty- at. this. crisis..of 
eur affairs.’ 


Orders to the Drummers. 


“Pretty discouraging, this! The ‘boom- 
ing of cannon, and the‘ joyful salvos of 
musketry’ were taboo right away. Any 
general assemblage of troops was for- 
bidden, too.

“Note Mr. Hodgkins’s future tense 
again. If he was prepared to be so 
thrilled with a ‘grate Deal of graridor,’ 
is it conceivable that he would have 
utterly failed to mention it had it ma- 
terlalized? 


Eyewitness Quotes Poetry. 
“Civilian records Made on the spot are 
scarce, since (as already stated) most 
of the non-combatants had left town. 

“Out in Stoughton, Ezekiel Price was 
keéping a diary. He was in close touch 
with what was going on in Cambridge 
and recorfied all items of news that were 
intéresting enough to filter out of the 
camp. In fact, he may be considered 
as reproducing faithfully the general 
talk of the day. His entries Se as 
follows: 

** ‘Monday, July 3. The plentiful rains 
that fell yesterday made it exceedingly 
pleasant this morning. ‘Toward noon, 
very warm. In the afternoon assisted in 
raking hay. Reports of the day—that 
General Washington had got to Cam- 
bridge with General Lee and others.’ "’ 

(There is no entry for July 4.) 

“ "Wednesday, July 5. Heard * * * 
that General Washington had visited the 
camps and the soldiers were much 
pleased with him; and, by the motions 
of the Continental Army, it is expected 
that something of importance will soon 
happen.’ ; 

“These ‘plentiful rains’ were ah im- 
portant factor in Sunday’s doings and 
will be noticed again. 

“William Gordon, who was on the 
spot and very thick with Washington, 
recording ‘his -moyements in detail, 
makes no mention of any ceremony of 
‘taking command’ in his account of 
Washington’s arrival at Cambridge. 

Diaries of Soldiers. 

“Our liveliest and most suggestive 
records are the camp diaries kept by 
many of the soldiers themselyes. These 
are surprisingly numerous—ahd surpris- 
ingly silent on the great event. In 
fact, many of them enter specifically, on 
July 3: ‘Nothing of importance this 
day, ‘nothing ~“remarkable’ and the 
(like. One of the best for our ‘inquiry 
is that of Noah Chapin Jr., of Sorters; 
€onn., ensign fn Willes's company of 
Spencer’s regiment. Noah was a poor 
speller, but a conscientious recorder. 
Moreover, he took a peculiar interest in 
the doings of the new Generals.- This 
is what he wrote: 

“ “July 2, 1775. This Day about 11 o’c 
General Washington & General Lee with 
several other Gentlemen arrived at Cam- 
bridge and in the afternoon they Road 
out to the line of forts at Prospect Hill 
in Charlestown. 

*« 3. This day the Gener from Cambrid 
Came to Brookline fort. | 

“4. This Day near 2000 Roxbury 
Troops mustered toward Cambrid to 
waight on the new Generals But was 
Rejected By the General Who said they 
did not want to have time spent in 
waiting on them, 

** %. This Day the General from Cam- 
bridge Came to Roxbury in. thé fore 
noon and viewed the Lines and forts and 
about Noon Returned Back,’ 

‘Here let the traditionists answer one 
question: If the soldiers had already 
seen (and. perhaps heard) the General 
in a grand parade and speéch-making 
on July 3, why were they so anxious 
to get a look at him on the 4th? 

‘Paul Lunt of Newburyport, First 
Lieutenant in Era Lunt’s company of 
Little’s regiment, was stationed at Pros- 
pect Hill. On July 3 he noted: “Turned 
out early in the morning, got into réadi- 
ness to be reviewed by the General.’ 

“Here again we remark the same note 
of futurity. The review was going to 
occur; but.in the name of everything 
mysterious—what became of it? Only 
two solutions seem possible. Bither

“Stout old William Heath was in\com- 
mand of the whole Roxbury division of 
the army. As a high ranking officer he 
would be’ greatly interested in all the 
doings of his new superior. Yet after 
duly recording in: his diary the arrival 
of Washington on the 2d, he makes no 
further entry at all until the 5th, when 
he mentions, like Chapin, the visit to 
Roxbury. 

“Thus, in climbing the ladder of rank, 
we come finally to Washington him- 
self, the main figure of the tradition. 
‘Now or never we shall have the truth. 
Here is his official report to the Preai- 
dent of the Congress: _ 

“‘“Camp at Cambridge, July 10, 1775. 
Sir: I arrived safe at this place *.* * 
after a journey attended with a good 
deal of fatigue, and retarded by neces- 
sary attentions to the” successive -civili- 
ties which accompanied me on my whole 
route. Upon my arrival I immediately 
(Sunday afternoon) visited the several 
posts occupied by our troops; and as 
soon as the weather permitted (Mon- 
day) reconnoitered those ef the. enemy. 
I found the latter strongly. entrenched 
on Bunker's Hill, about a mile from 
Charlestown, dnd advanced about half a 
mile fromthe place of the late action, 
&e.’ 

“This. is perhaps the unkindest cut of 
all. Washington is. ready enough to 
mention other ‘civilities:’ .Why not the 
greatest, crowning civility of the whole 
series—if.it occurred? No, If there was 
a tithe of the sword-drawing and cur-: 
vetting, the drumming and fifing, the 
parading. and saluting that Cambridge 
loves to dwell upon—under the Elm or 
anywhere else—it must have been 
recérded in some .of the numerous 
sources we have examined. 

“Why then, we ask, this astounding 
universal omission to record by so many 
diverse, eager, vigilant recorders?. Why 
this ‘conspiracy of: silence’ by all con- 
cerned? Plainly the: traditionists must 


explain this away in some RIS ok 


manner: or. shut up shop, 


“But though nobody: on the’spot seems 
to’ have ‘been sufficiently impressed by 
the ceremony ‘(if any) ‘to’ sét down 
the ‘slightest referencé to it when it 
was fresh in ‘memory, there were at 
least two eyewitnesses whose accounts 
were recorded long afterward. One of 
these was Andrew Leavitt of Amherst, 
N. H., a soldier in Crosby’s company 
of Reed’s regiment, probably stationed 
at Medford. 

“ “The officers,’ says. he, ‘placed their 
men\in’as good shape as they could; but 
they were a motley looking set, “no two 
dressed alike. Some were ‘armed with 
fowling pieces, some With rifles, others 
with muskets without bayonets: When 
all was in readiness, Washington and 
his staff advanced to the square: pre- 
pared for their reception. He was a 
large, noble-looking man, in the prime 
of life, and was mounted on a powerful 
black. horse over which he seemed to 
have  perféct. control. After a short 
address to the soldiers he took from 
his pocket a .Pslam book, from, which 
he read the one hundred and -first 
Psalm.’ (Another account says it was 
then sung by the.soldiers to the tune: 
of ‘Old Hundred’’). 


“This description was not reduced to 
writing until about 1840, when the nar- 
rator must have been a ‘very old man. 
It will be observed that he makes no 
mention of the elm, but of‘a hollow 
square formation into which Washing- 
ton rode; nor of the drawing of any 
sword, but instead—a Psalm book! In- 
deed, this whole passage is so odd and 
improbable that commentators like 
Martyn dismiss it: as the maunderings

RILEY ADMIRERS TO SAVE 
POET'S OLD SWIMMIN’ HOLE 





AMES WHITCOMB RILEY’S. Old 
Swimmin’ Hole is to be preserved 
for future generations by loyal 

citizens of Indi@ha, who have dug into 
their’ pockets for the purchase price of 
the land on which it-is situated. Forty 
acres along Brandywine Creek, which 
rustles its way through Greenfield, the 
Hoosier poet's birthplace, are to become 
part of the Riley Memorial Park. , 

The village of Greenfield was but fif- 
teen years old when James Whitcomb 
Riley’s father brought his bride to a 
log cabin in one of its shady lanes. 
Roads in that vicinity were then few 
and full of ruts, and going to mill was 
a matter of days for early settlers. 
Here, in the Fall of 1849, the author of 
those delicate and humorous jingles be- 
loved by children and grown-ups alike 
was born, 

When Bud, as his family called him, 
was 6 years old, his uncle took him for 
a-day’s ramble along the stream that 
rose in distant hills. It was-a day of 
wonders for the youngster. Years after- 
ward, Riley recalled his first megting 
‘twith -the Hmpid, laughing waters’ of 
the classic Brandywine’ in one of his 
best-known verses. _ 

“I saw Riley once,’’ writes a child- 
hood friend; “*‘when he was about 8 
years old, down in. our neighbonhood 
wading in the Branch, with his trousérs 
rolled up above his knees. Holding 
them high ag he could, with his hands, 
he was kicking the water. and looking 
for deep places.”’ Those were the days, 
chants the lyrist forty years later, when 

My. hair was just as white as a dax-

kitchen wall. ' 

There were hard times for the Riley 
family during the Civil baler which had 
summoned the father to bd ier, 
The poet, then ‘a youngster, tells tale Hw

mother used to pin on "his clothes be- 
cause there were no ‘buttons in the 
house—and no money, presumably, with 
which to buy more. ‘After a: splash: in 
the old swimmin’ hole it took the help 
of two boys to pin ft on,’’ he adds, re- 
ferring .to, his tattered suit. 

Talent for drawing developed in the 
boy earlier than did talént for verse- 
making. Before he reached his teens 
Riley had covered ‘with sketches of all 
kinds every scrap of paper.and old en- 


velope. he could Jay his hands on. At! 


14 he made a drawing of his father that 
was strikingly lifelike. His illustrations 
attracted local attention. This facility 
with brush and pencil led first to sign- 
painting, for he had his living to make. 
Riley set up shop for himself, ‘‘at the 
head of the stairs over the drugstore.” 
Even the sign that advertised his initial 
business venture, and which hung in the 
postoffice, smacked of the beloved pool

of each bird as accurate ‘as any insur- 
anee company in all its wisdom could 
set up: The birds that face the greatest 
dangers lay the moat. éggs. They must 
do-so to perpetuate the species. There 
must be enough young ones to: insure 
that a pair will come through to the 
next season and rear a family. \ 

The dove is gurpassingly swift of wing. 
It can outfly any hawk. It relies on 
speed to keep alive. Rare is it, indeed, 
that creatures that prey make a victim 
of the mild and cooing dove, The bob- 
white, on the contrary, has short, stubby 
wings that can caffy it\laboriously but 
a few hundred yards. It Hves in the 
stubble, where any prowling cat may 
cateh it, It poosts on the ground, where 
it falls victim to the fox and the skunk. 
It is shot in great numbers by man. 
There must be from a dozen to twenty 
young ones in each brood that the spark 
of life for the bobwhites may be kept 
aglow. So does each bird lay eggs in 
proportion to the dangers its young will 
have to face. 

Nobody geems to have applied this bio- 
logical principle in sociological studies of 
the human race. The saying, ‘‘poor 
folks for children’’ is well known. 
is admitted that the well-to-do have 
fewer children. Obviously the children 
of the poor face greater chances of 
death. ‘Possibly a biological principle 
is here asserting itself, 

Just now birds are nesting all about, 
even in the very heart of New York 
City. Not only the omnipresent. English 
sparrow, but others, ‘The tops of sky- 
scrapers, for tnstance, are quiet, un- 
disturbed places that serve excellently 
as nesting place, for the silent night- 
hawks that flit in the twilight. Night- 
hawks—notwithstanding . Broadway fig- 
ures of speech—are not hawks at all, 
are not even related to the birds of 
prey. They are merely the insect catch- 
ers of the-air that work the twilight 
shift where the swallows work the day 
shift. 

The nighthawks are fitting them- 
selyes into a new niche ima/man-made 
world in nesting on his housetops. 
They nest also on_ the ground, on 
stumps, the flat side.of a rail, a rock 
ledge.

EXPERTS ADVISE UNCLE SAM 





By NORMAN H. BROMWELL. 

HERE meets weekly in Washing- 

ton a group of technical experts 

who pool information.and views 

on economic questions for the 

benefit of the fifteen departments 
and bureaus they represent: Often they 
discover an almost unknown govern- 
mental resource in the form of a remote 
bureau where some obscure scholar has 
spent years scrupulously gathering data 
that nobody has ever thought of using 
but that is of the greatest importance. 
Occasionally resedrch work done by one 
department proves of direct value to an- 
other, while the aggregate of facts ex- 
changed and distributed bears a vital 
relation to many services the Govern- 
ment performs for business men. 

The group {is known as the Inter- 
departmental Bconomic Idaison Com- 
mittee, ‘but it has no official authority 
and its activities are wholly informal. 
It represents an effort to utilize for the 
efficiency: of Government and the good 
of the public the fruits of careful studies 
made indeperidently in many fields by 
agents of the Federal departments. 

The members of the. economic cabinet 
adssemble around a golden. oak table 
every Wednesday at 11:30 o'clock in -the 


e| morning ina room. over the door of 


which is painted, ‘‘Under Secretary of 
State.” It is the room in which. the 
Secretary of State receivas. the news- 
paper correspondents each day.

What. America néeds.is to give larger 
and wider responsibility. to her, officials, 
and not pin, them down within narrow 
confines. The salary of a county pro- 
bation officer was to be incréased last 
Winter, and a bill was put through our 
State Legislature; a young man, away 
‘from the State, wished to be freed of 
his. probation without incurring the ex- 
pense of returning to the court, so,a 
bill was introduced just to cover that 
case. Your’ State could duplicate these 
illustrations with a hundred others. Why 
should all. pension bills. pass through 
‘Congress, when efficient officers could 
and should handle such’ mattets?

THINK most business people will

Trains 
help .us only after great cceans have 
been spanned; but on land and sea there 
is a demand for increased speed in the 
transportation of passengers and mails, 
which cannot be provided by existing 
transportation facilities. The air row 
offers a means of satisfying the grow- 
ing demand for rapidity of travel.

REMO VE SIGNS FROM 
. CONNECTICUT ROADS 


UE to the recent discovery that 

many hotel and other signs have 

been placed along the highways in 
Litchfield County andon the shore 
roads, the Connecticut Highway Depart- 
ment has started a c&mpaign to stop 
the promiscuous posting of advertising 
signs and_ billboards within-the highway 
limits. 5 

Such signs haye been found to be a 
menace to the ‘safety of travel upon the 
highways, and with the adoption by the 
General Assembly of a law increasing 
the penalties Yor violations, steps have 
bean taken to rid the State of signs, 
posters, billboards and other methods of 
free advertising which, when affixed to 
trees, poles, rocks or other structures 
adjoining the highways, interfere with 
the vision of motorists, especially -on 
curves, and increase the danger of acci- 
dents.

Another law of interest in view of the 
fact that exceptionally slow-moving cars 
are now being regardéd fully as danger- 
ous to highway safety as those reckless- 
ly driven is that the Motor Vehicle 
Commissioner may refuse to register 
any vehicle which is incapable of main- 
taining a speed of at least twelve miles 
an hour, This is the so-called mini- 
mum speed law, and Commissioner Rob- 
bins.B. Stoeckel announces that his pol- 
icy will be to refuse registration to all 
cars which cannot make that speed. The 
number of such carS on the roads is 
doubtless extremely small, but the main 
object of the -law is evidently to drive 
from the ‘highways the few remaining 
antiquated and worn-out vehicles which 
@re @ menace in other respécts than 
mere speed capabilities. 


May Carry Extra Plates. 


It will also be possible after July 1 
for motorists who wish to carry more 
than dne set of plates on their cars to 


‘obtain a permit td do so from the Motor 


Vehicle Commissioner: This provision 
will be of chief benefit to motor truck 
operating concerns from adjoining States 
which do considerable business in Con- 
necticut.. The. latter State allows fif- 
teen~days~ reciprocity to motorists. from 
other States, but many motor truck driv- 
ers from New York are carrying goods 
to or from Bridgeport and other localities 
every week in the year. These trucks are 
required to be registered in Connecticut 
as well as in their home: State, and the 
permit to carry two sets of plates will 
obviate the annoyance of changing every 
time the border line is passed.

The seating capacity.of a jitney has 
been increased through the operation. of 
a permit which may. be granted by the 
Public Utilities Commission, so that an 
additional number of. pasSengers not ex- 
ceeding 25 per cent. of the seating ca- 
pacity may be ‘carried. 

The scope of the dealer‘s general dis-

ADIRONDACK MOTOR ROUTES 





EPORTS from the Adirondack lo- 
calities and many parts of Can- 
ada just beyond the New York 
boundary line indicate that the 
present season will witness a 

record number of water tourists to those 
vacation districts. Road conditions are 
very satisfactory in the Adirondack re- 
gion north of Albany and Utica. 

Motorists starting from New York, as 
a rule, use the east' side of the Hudson. 
The Automobile Club of America lis 
attention to the fact that road construc- 
tion is under way in a few places. The 
west side of the river to Newburgh is 
‘very scenic, and another advantage is 
that the roads are all in good condition. 
One can run north on Broadway to 
Yonkers and then cross. to Alpine by 
ferry.

MOTOR ROUTE FROM + 
PALESTINE TO BAGDAD 


ECENT discoveries of oil in Persia 
- and Iraq, the land about the Tigris 
and Euphrates. Rivers, and the 
impetus of . commercial. activity to 
shorten ‘the route from the ‘Western 
world to Persia and India have resulted 
in the’ establishment of a motor car 
route from the Mediterranean shore of 
Palestine to Bagdad, in the heart of 
Mesopotamia. | 
The service has-been established by 
the Nairn Transportation Company. at. 
Beirut, Syria, and a fleet of Cadillac 
cars is used to traverse the 603 miles 
of desert travel from’ Beirut, via. Da- 
mascus, to Bagdad. . Heretofore there 
has been no direct route to Bagdad and 
the East except camel travel. The new 
service brings the Mesopotamian city 
within nine days of London and within 
forty-eight hours of Port Said, at the 
entrance to the Suez Canal. . 


There is an overnight. stop. at Damas- 
cus, and: with other stops for meals the 
journey is completed in sixty hours. 
Actual, running time is twenty-four 
hours. The sea route by way of the 
Suez Canal and around Arabia reqyires 
eighteén to twenty-one days. and .the 
overland ‘camel caravan requires seven 
to eight weeks.

|HORSES ‘REPLACING MOTOR’ 
TRUCKS FOR: SHORT HAULS 





E horse is coming back. jeamnone 
tation exferts-say, and hail him as 
- likely to supplant (as already he 
has in some degree supplanted) his "nem- 
esis, the motor truck—so far as short 
distance hauls are concerned. It has been 
estimated by the Port of New York Au- 
thority that seventy-three out of every; 
hundred trucks passing up and down 
West Street are today horse-drawn. It 
is because, for short hauls, the horse is 
cheaper to operate. 
Harry N: Taylor, President of the 
Wnited States Trucking Corporation, 
agrees with the Port Authority. that 
horses for short. haul service are com- 
ing back into their. own. ‘““Trucking 
rates in New York City are based on the 
timé taken to make a delivery rather 
than on distance hauled,”’ he explained. 
The cost of maintaining a motor truck 
of ‘high grade ‘fiverton capacity is six 


hour costs $3.60. 

On the ‘other hand, a horse-drawn 
truck of ‘equal quality, capable of draw- 
ing just as.large a lead, can:be main- 
tained for less than 2 cents a minute, 
It is, therefore,: Mr. .Taylor observes, 
purely -a business proposition, where 
congestion is a. known factor, to use 
horses rather than motor trucks. 

‘The corporation referred to, it is point- 
ed out, is using more than’ 800 horses, 
weighing 1,800 pounds or more each, and 
that while it has 150 motor trucks, it 
confines these trucks to the longer hauls 
where their speed can be utilized, de- 
pending upon the horse in the short haul 
field. 

* moore and Better Horses. 

Major Elihu Church, transportation en- 
gineer for the Port Authority,. prophesies 
a need for more horses and better horses 
in the next twenty years. He also holds 
that the cost of trucking is measured 
by time, not distance, and agrees on 
the 6-2 ratio as representing the greater 
expense of motor over horse in trucking, 

“Go into our city streets, said. Major 
Church, “‘and you. will see hundreds of 
motor trucks standing still—not for one 
minute or for one hour, but for a great 
many hours every day. That is why 
the horse is coming back.’’ 

He recalls one wholesale distributing 
concern with a warehouse in Manhat- 
tan which saved $150,000 on trucking 
charges the first year it. moved -to 
Brooklyn where streets are less con- 
gested. 

A certain shipment’ of grain from Eu- 
rope, Major Church says, tosts more to 
truck four miles from the North River to 
the Bronx than to bring all the way 
across the Atlantic, marine insurance in- 
cluded. Again; a shipment of powdered 
milk from San Ffancisco landed here 
was ordered returned. The trucking ex- 
pense between warehouse and steamer 
in connection with the double handling 
‘was more than’ the entire homeward 
steamship rate via the Panama Canal. 
{Proper use of the horse in organization 
of freight. terminals means increased 
railway business, according to evidence 
offered by.-Wayne Dinsmore, Secretary 
of the Horse Association of America. 
The New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad, which Mr. Dinsmore quoted as 
an example, participates in a large part 
in a.terminal transportation, system de- 
veloped by a trucking corporation. 

“as a specific illustration of how this 
sort of. thing works out for a railroad,”' 
saf@ Mr. Dinsmore, “‘I. may say that 
freight which formerly moved from Wa- 
terbury, /Conn., to New York City by 
motor truck’ now moves largely by -rail. 
The combination worked out by these 
two agencies has enabled them to deliver 
freight to New York- merchants two 
hours sooner than it can be delivered by 
the fastest motor trucks from factories 
in Waterbury to merchants in New York 
City. As the cost ‘is no moze, naturally 
the business goes: by rail.'’ 


New Horse Power. 


Mr. -Dinsmore believes that. the use of 
horsés- will slowly but surely increase 
as competition between cities compels 
decentralizatién ‘of freight depots: and 


consequent multiplication of short hauls. 

Bigger and better horses, with better 
pavements, have produced a notable in- 
creasé. in» the. practicable weight . of 
horse-drawn loads during the past twen- 
ty. years, horsemen say. One wagon 
horse is now expected to pull.three tons.

With the razing recently of the\In- 
stitute for the, Education of the Blind, 
which stood on‘a block of Thirty-fourth 
Street facing Ninth Avenue, a century- 
old Jandmark dropped out of sight, al- 
though not out of mind, for all that it 
meant and.the service it rendered will 
long linger. It will linger in the mem- 
ory of New Yorkers wo will remerm- 
ber it as one of the most notable build- 
ings since its opening in 1832, and. as a 
show place for many years thereafter. 
But above all it will linger in the mem- 
ory of many. hundreds ‘of former stu- 
dents, now well educated and prosper- 
ous, who made in the institute their 
first groping beginnings. - fo 

A. visit just before it closed its doors 
revealed it as a smooth-running organ- 
ization conducted in a businesslike fash- 
fon,; It was a massive red structure, 
tall and wide, somewhat resembling a 
cathedral and almost as imposing. One 
walked through an iron gate across a 
large court’and into a vestibule, where 
@ woman behind a glass enclosure 
pressed a button to open the door. The’ 
whole establishment, it is soon discov- 
ered, is controlied and conducted by 
this busy woman and her‘innumerable 

Nermmigf egg She pressed ‘several of 

hem in quick succession at. short inter- 
Vals. The telephone rang from time to 
time and she attended to it as well, 
getting the messages and making little | 
entries hastily in a book. And ‘this wo- 
man was almost -blind! 

Most of the classrooms are . upstairs, 
and half an hour there would have con- 
vinced any one that the blind children 
are being given exactly. the same sort 
of education, and by practically similar 

methods, as normal school boys and 
girls.- It is a mistage to think that be- 
cause of their blinidness thése children 
do not get their due share of knowledge 
and fun and-life. All the faces in the 
room were alive—alive to the subject, to 
their schoolmates, to the teacher, o 
their visitor. It was curious and inte 
esting to feel how completely they 
— their surroundings, how quickly 

ey responded, their eyes turned to the 
light, to the questions put to them.

And they were practical questions, in 
straight crisp English, such as are asked 
in every normal schoolroom in the coun- 
try. The maps are made of wood and} 
are in bold. relief, with the States carved 


out in blocks and-the boundaries and 
rivers represented by indentations. The 
Se < cities are indicated by large 

rass a and the towns by corre- 
spondingly smaller tacks. The classes 
are small, so that all have a chance to 
be called. And they are conducted oral- 
- ly, as the pupils are supposed to have 
studied their lessons in their specially 
printed books. 

The first peculiarity of these books.is 
their bulk. They are three or four times 
the size of the ordinary volume, al- 
though no heavier, and are printed on 
good strong white paper. The. bindings 
are plain cardboard, with no title or 
other writing on them. The pages are 
several times Marger than ordinarily, 
though obviously the number of words 
on each e is considerably smaller. 
The letters themselves are.made. up of 
a number of dots, varying from one to 
six, punctured through the paper. This 
method of writ ing for the blind is. com- 
monly known as the ‘Braille’. and is 
one used exclusively at the institute. 

Besides reading, writing, arithmetic, 
history and geography, the girls are 
taught sewing and t e boys manual 


trainin Those who can see a bit are 
iven Sawin lessons. The study of 
nglish, spelling, grammar and oral 


reading is taken up every day. Physical 
training for both sexes is likewise a 
daily part of the curriculum 

Returning to the vestibule, the visitor 
will find the woman still busy with her 
push-buttons and her telephone. On one 
occasion a ‘young man about 25 came in. 

“T want to see Miss Smith,’” he-ex- 


plained. ‘‘I used to be here ‘ten years 
ago.” 

Ves,” said the lady of the electric 
buttons; “they all come back -to see 
her!’ And she pressed a little button. 


Some Famous Names. 

The case was not an isolated one, but 
“rather characteristic of the spirit that 
pervades the institute. Most students 
come back after they are comfortably 
settled, and some make it a point to pay 
a visit several times a year. The school 
numbers a score of professional men, 
who have been pupils there, and such 
names as Stephen Babcock and Lewis 
Carroll have beén connected with the 
institute. Another’ re iarsne career 
was that of Frances J. Crosby, one of 
the earliest pupils, who made a name 
for herself as a hymn writer. Today in 
many branches of service, as lawyers, 
ministers, writers, musical perform:2rs, 
teachers, business men and politicians, 
the sightless have proved themselves 

capable and successful. 

Two other prominent names which 
have been associated with the institute 
as benefactors are Edwin Gould and the 
Schermerhorns. For seventy years 
some member of the latter family has 
served on the Board of Managers, and 
all have made valuable contributions. 
Yn fact, the entire history of the insti- 
tute is directly traceable to the gener- 
osity and rorenignt of many such names, 
The ‘efforts whi culminated in the 
erection of the bu‘lding date hack to 1826 
when Samuel Wood chanced upon three 
sightless orphans;'who became the first 
pupils of the school. At that time the 
city was suffering from an epidemic of 
sore eyes, when Wood, greatly impressed 
“by the pitiful»condition of the dis- 
tressed. determined to ameliorate their 
lives of darkness both physical and in- 
tellectual. 

Samuel Wood sought financial aid and 
soon found it in Dr. Samuel Akerly, 

' who immediately pledged himself to the 
- cause.. At the same time Dr. John D. 
Russ, a young physician. who had be- 
come interested in the. education of the 
sichtless, joined the two pioneers by 
offering freelv. his services as teacher. 
he “New York Legislature in 
assed the act of incornoration. permit- 
ng the organization of the school. 


A Small Beginning. 


Properly, -it was not even a school. It 
consisted of two’'small rooms on Canal 
Street, where the first three pupils were 
lodged and taught. In. May, 1832, the 


embryonic . i tute. moved 5 slightly 
larger quarge} on Mercer Street, due 
to the addition. of three blind children, 
among them the first girl. A year later 
another. move, . this time to Spring 
Street; was necessary. .In October, 1833, 
thanks to the generosity of a wealthy 
landowner named Boorman, the insti- 
tute was permanently locat on what 
is now known as Thirty-fourth Street 
and Ninth Avenue, which was -then 
Strawberry Hill. 

On this plot was,a suburban residence, 
which was converted ‘into school and 
boarding quarters. While negotiations 
were pending with Boorman the school 
managers had an oppostunity to ur- 
chase the plot on which the Waldorf- 
Astoria now stands, but they considered 
it hopelessly far wptown, and figured 
that if the city ever extended that far 
property on the’ west, 5 a would be a 
gent deal more valuable. For his site 

Boorman was paid $28,130. 

The noyelty was gradually wearing off 
and the ‘public was begjnnimg to ‘recog- 
nize the service of such ‘an organization. 
The. attention of the “State had 
drawn to the school by the progress it 
was making, and in recognit’on of it the 

Legislature allowed $160 for each punil 
| appropriated. $12,000 toward the 
purclinas of the property, with the pro- 
vision that the institute was to remain 
on the plot for fifty years’ or the money 
returned to the State.if sold before that 
‘time. The institute remained for ninety- 
-one years, and each year the enrolment 
poreanes untit at present it comes close 
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k Institute for

CHANGE IN HOUSING 
TASTE IS REPORTED 


Trénd Is ‘Indiacted Tomar 
Smaller Dwellings and 
Home Ownership. - 


: 














The Institute for “Research in Land 
Economics and Public Utilities, which 
has now been -in-existence for some:five 
years and is conducting a campaign: by 
which it hopes to obtain an endowment 
sufficiently large to enable the extension 
of ‘its varied studies, has undertaken to 
investigate many of the problems. con- 
nected with land utilization, agriculture, 
tenancy and similar topics. In a state- 
ment calling attention to the pioneer 
activities in which it is engaged, the in- 
stitute describes some of the typical re- 
search projects in land economics that 
are now under way. 

According to one of the institute’s in- 
vestigations, the American public is 
changing its mind about the kind of Jiv- 
ing accommodations it wants. During 
the last year, it is stated, the demand 
Swung rather suddenly from large apart- 
ment houses toward one and.two family 
dwellings and single family; home own- 
ership. The institute points out that real 
estate men who are investing thoney in 
new building projects will. be interestéd 
in the facts’ uncovered by economic re- 
search in this direction.— 

The comparatively recent popularity of 
apartments is not a true indication of 
their continuance nor of the profitable- 
ness of new multi-units, it is declared. 
Statistics gathered’ by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics from buildihg permits 
issued in New York, which showed. a 
steady upward trend for large apartment 
houses from 1920 to 1923, indicated a 


sudden decrease.in the first six months 
of 1924. The total family accommoda- 
tions decreased 8,491 families, although 
the actual number of houses incréased. 
The average number of ‘families we 
ovens decreased from 13.4 to 10.5. 
pr wr of these facts, says the in 

titute, is the trend toward ‘smaller 
apartanent houses, making’ the ‘large 
apartment houses a less desirable type of 
real estate, 

“The exodys of the population to the 
suburbs and outlying districts,’’ declares 
the statement, ‘‘is largely responsible for 
this change, and the trend. toward one 
and two family dwellings and home own- 
ership is further shown by the data 
gathered by the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
— which ive the following results 
for New Yor The number of one- 
family dwellings increased 5.3 per cent. 
from the first half of 1923 to the first 
half of 1924, Two- wag <4 dwellings in- 
creased 30.8 per cent. in the same pe- 
riod. In:the first half of 1923 two-family 
dwellings provided accommodations for 

8.5 per cent. of-all families, and in the 
Hest half of 1924 the proportion had in- 
creased to 23.4 per cent. In the same 
period the preportion of accommodations 
for all families: provided by multi-family 
dwellings had decreased from 37 per 
cent. to 32.2 per cent. Evidently the 
two-family dwelling’ 1s ‘gaining on the 
apartment house in popularity. 


Figures Show, Trend. 


‘‘New construction . figures -offer. con- 
firmation of the trend. For the first six 
months of 1924 in the sixty-eight cities 
of 100,000 population or more 51.2 per 


cent, of the new construction (plus 1 per 
cent. for those in which stores occupy 
the first floor) was of one and two fam- 
ily dwellings. Apartment. houses. com- 
prised only 3.2 per cent. of the new con- 
struction. 

“The Better — League of Cin- 
cinnati offers some interesting facts. 
During the last twenty years’ the popu- 
lation has decreased 23 per cent. in the 
pega ge districts of that city, or more 

than 1 per cent. a year. The. people 
are moving into the suburbs -and into 
smal] houses. Contrary to the general 
opinion, home ownership is increasing. 
Cincinnati reports it has raised its. home 
orperenip from 20.9 per cent. in 1900 to 

er cent. in 1920.

Thus 
a business man who has $500,000 to in- 
vest wants to be reasonably sure that he 
is investing it in a project which will be 
profitable for a long period of time and 
which will not-be endangered by unfore- 
seen changes in supply and demand con- 
ditions. A knowledge of housing trends. 
based on data gathered and interpreted 
by the economist, may pravide one 
means of guidance which will reduce the 
hazard of the long-time investment in 
housing property.’’ 

Another study which is being followed 
out by the institute’ is a statistical in- 
vestigation of seasonal and secular va- 
riations in the volume of real estaté 
sales. This study is being made for the 

urpose. of Reg sgpet ae two questions: 
First, is there a definite seasonal varia- 
tion in the real estate market, and if 
there is, What is its nature; and second, 
is there a secular trend of real estate 
sales, comparable, e. g., with the move- 
ment of wholesale or retail a new 
construction or unemployment? 

This study is based upon the real es- 
tate sales records of the Wisconsin Tax 
Commission, and only data which repre- 
sent actual transfers with verified can- 
siderations are used. By plottin Pa 
curves representing the volume. o 
estate sales for different cities over, 7 
period of years, comparisons can readily 
be made and the degree of correlation 
among cities, or between real estate and 
other commodities, measured, says the 
institute. It will be possible further to 
discover whether real estate sales have a 
wider seasonal variation in larger or in 
smaller cities. 


Long-Time Movement Analysis. 


By an analysis of the long-time move- 
ment of the real estate market the in- 
stitute believes it-may be possible to dis- 


cover how much the curve of real estate 
transfers lags behind or precedes the 
curves of other commodities which may 
be useful in forecasting real estate ac- 
tivity. This study, it is pointed out, re 
resents one phase of a quantitative stu y 
of the demand for real-estate and thus 
thay throw valuable light wpon the prob- 
lem of real estate values, which requires 
Prosousnectng investigation and analysis 
of both sides of the demand and’ supply 
equation. 

A third investigation untiertaken .by 
the institute has been in connection with 
rent regulation as | gg bee both in the 
United States and England. The in- 
stitute’s study, it is stated, covers the 
entire. scope of this type of governmental 
control, presenting a review of its legal 
aspects, the question, ‘‘What is a fair 
rent?’ and the significarice of rent. can- 
tro] in its relation to the housing prob- 
lem. It is announced that the resuits of |. 
this study will be published in an early. 
number of the official organ of the in- 
stitute, The Journal of Land and Public 
Utility Economics.
